in our own University, we ~ perpetuate the same kind of 
idea, the insistence on increased © Yiddishkeit,’ on more know- 
ledge of Hebrew, on reading only Jewish books. 
vears of persecution have made a great many Jews welcome 
lewish schools . ... where Jewish children do not read Goethe but 
only the works of Judah Halevy!" There’sthe evidence! But 
is Mr. MONTEFIORE really serious about it? To begin with, we 
would remind him that, so far from concentrating entirely on 
Jewish books, there is at this very moment on foot a plan for 
the creation of a Chair of English literature at the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem. We have never heard a whisper of 
objection on the part of that University! Worse still, how can 
the insistence on © Yiddishkeit " and more knowledge of Hebrew 
be compared, in the same breath, by any rational person, with 
Nazi ideas of racial exclusiveness? Has anybody suggested a 
Chair of “ racial science” at the Hebrew Univers ty ? Is there any 
idea of flinging all non-Jewish books into a big bonfire, or driving 
non-Jewish scholars who might have settled in Palestine into 
banishment and poverty? Is a vile campaign being carried on 
against non-Jewish culture? (Arab studies are, of course, 
actually provided for in the University). The comparison 
which Mr. MONTEFIORE institutes is an insult to Jewish feeling, 
and a repudiation of the very “ balance" for which he rightly 
contends. 

When he talks of the cultivation of more Hebrew—he does 
not say to the exclusion of other languages—as being in line 
with Nazi ideas, we would remind him that the Celtic Congress 
and other organisations busy themselves with preserving the 
Welsh language and literature, and that school children in the 
Principality are compelled to learn Welsh as well as English, 
if they desire to take scholarships or to matriculate at the 
University of Wales. Would Mr. MONTEFIORE say that the 
Welsh are tarred with the Nazi brush? Let him try! What is 
wrong, we should like to know, with the idea of teaching more 
“ Viddishkeit "'? Surely, unless we know our own religion, we 
cannot hope to fulfil Mr. MONTEFIORE’S dream of becoming 
“a light to the Gentiles"? What Mr. MONTEFIORE 
totally fails to remember—perhaps because he has no 
sympathy with it—is that we are engaged in building up a 
Jewish National Home in Palestine. Every ~ national home’ 
must have a language of its own—in this case Hebrew— 
and Mr. MONTEFIORE, of all men, one would have thought, 
would desire to have a religion—in this case, * Yiddishkeit.”’ Yet, 
according to his weird reasoning, these matters are of minor 
consequence, and smack of Nazism. And when he is asked 
what background should be given to the young German 
refugees in place of that which is denied them by the land of 
their birth, he replies with (almost) disarming candour that he 
always shirks that question. We would venture to offer him 
one word of adv'ee. There is no need for him to make his own 
or anybody else’s flesh creep because of any supposed love ns 
Hitlerism. If there is a danger, it is nol that Jews will ° 
Nazi,” but that they will forget their traditions and be ae 
in the sea of assimilation. Let him preach more Hebrew 
and more “ Yiddishkeit.” That is his real task. About turn, 
Mr, MONTEFIORE ! 


A Question of Journalistic Decency 


T is our regrettable duty to call attention this week to an 
astounding article which appears in the current issue of tha 
Catholic Gazett>, a journal incorporating the Missionary 

Gazette, and published at the Mission House, Brondesbury Park, 
N.W.6. The caption to the article is “The Jewish Peril and 
the Catholic Church.” It is impossible to find space for much 
quotation, but. the contents of this foul effusion which is alleged 
to be a report of the utterances of Jewish speakers are 
sufficiently typified by the following paragraph : 

But the Catholic Church is still alive. . We must 

destroy her without the least delay and without the slightest mercy. 
Most of the Press in the world is under our control; let us there- 
fore encourage in a still more violent way the hatred of the world 
against the Catholic Church. Let us intensify our activities in 
potsoning the morality of the Gentiles. Let us spread the spirit of 
revolution inthe minds of the people. They must be made to 
despise patriotism and the love of their family, to consider their 
faith as a humbug, their obedience to their Church as a degrading 
servility, so that they may become deif to the appeal of the Church 
and blind to her warnings against us. Lét us, above all, make it 
impossible for Ciristians outside the Catholie Church to be re-united 
with that Church, or for non-Curistians to join that Chure!h. Other 
wise the greatest obstruction to our domination will be stre fy hened 
and allour work undone. Our plot will be unveiled, the Gentiles 
will turn against us, in the spirit of revenge, and our domination 
over them will never be realised.” 
This paragraph will give some idea of the sinister nature of the 
article, which Ly he best described as redolent of the putrid 
forgeries known as the Protocols of the Elders of Zion, as well 
as of the fantastic: slanders which are the stock-in-trade of 
Continental anti-Semites.

According to another, an alternative will be suggested in the shape of 
a letter setting forth Oxford's views on liberty and oppression. 
' We may say, of each suggestion, in Mercutio’s words, that “ ‘twill 
serve!’ Deliberate abstention, combined -with laudiation of the 
wise old times, may well be every bit as effective as condemnation 
of the present in round set terms. Even the blurred vision of the 
Nazi tyrants could not fail to seize its deadly significance. 


THe recommendations are to come up to the University next 
week. That they will be carried into practice, 

A RESOUNDING there isno doubt. It would, as Professor Gilbert 
BLOW Murray says, be “a terrible thing to send a 
delegation.” “ We should,” he adds, “stand 

together for the freedom.of truth.” Birmingham University has 
already decided to absent itself. It is understood that Cambridge will 
probably decide to do likewise. London University, assuredly, 
which was founded on the principles of tolerance, can : 


have 
no hesitations. British Universities, 


ancient and modern, will 
thus refuse to countenance a system which is an _ outrage 
against their intellectual being, and would, if it gained ground, 
throw the world back tothe dark ages. Taken together with the stand 
made by the Church Assembly, their action is a resounding blow for 
human liberty and the right to think ; and generations to come will 
thank them for their insight and courage in days when the world’s 
dearest ideals Were in mortal jeopardy. Their attitude should not 
be wounding to those Heidelberg professors, if any, who have not 
bartered their souls for Nazi money; rather should it rejoice and 
fortify them in their moralloneliness. Still less is it a betrayal of 
the master cause of peace. Real peace will only come ‘when 
Germany draws nigh to other nations in Spiritual unison. 


ALTHOUGH the Legislative Council scheme for Palestine met 


with almost unanimous condemnation i 
LOOKING Wednesday's House of Lords debate, the ae 
FOR TROUBLE went refused to budge from the position they 
have taken up. They were not moved by the 
note of “alarm” sounded by so invariably level-headed, 
as well as respected, au observer as Lord Lothian. The 
warnings, from all sides, that the Council would inflame, 
rather than heal, racial animosities, were without effect. 
The representative of the Government, Lord Plymouth, could only 
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repeat, in effect, that 16 was the Council they wanted and the Council! 
they would have, and even the suggestion of delay was not enter. 
tained, Lord Plymouth and the High Commissioner having persuaded 
themselves that any indefinite postponement would lead to unrest. 
We profoundly r gret this attitude. We believe that, despite Lord 
Plymouth’s assurance, ascheme which, in Viscount Elibank’s words, 
” would ereate Arab supremacy” in Palestine, is a direct assault 
on the spirit of the Mandate. And we are amazed that, at a time of 
extreme tension in international affairs, responsible statesmen 
should wish to create in the Near East an additional focus of 
disturbance and strife. In the circumstances, we can only say that 
his Lordship's hope of Jewish co-operation in this fatuous scheme is 


doomed to disappoinutinent. 


The Minister of the Interior in Hungary has addressed ao 
questionnaire to factory employees demanding,

among other things, astatement of their religion. 
Inevitably, this has given rise to rumours of an 
impending nunerus clausus for Jews ‘in 
Hungarian industry. The Premier, General Goemboes, has now, 
however. contradicted these reports. But he went on to say that the 
number of Jewish Lands in certain industrial enterprises exceeds so 
greatly the proportion o! Jews to the total population that unrest has 
arisen inthe country. While, therefore, the Government was notthink- 
ing of taking any legal stepsin the matter.the Premier was convince 
that the enterprises in which Jewish employees are at present 
predominant and which to a certain extent are also moved by higher 
national interests, would altee this proportion in favour of the 
Christian youth.” For that reason he hoped that the Government! 
would vot find it necessary to apply any measures. This means, 
apparently, that the heads of businesses. are expected voluntarily to 
introduce anuwmerus clausus into their concerns au ito dismiss somo 
of their Jewish workers. 


CLEARLY, the incident raises an ugly issue. Jews have, in the 
; past, been victimised by the rationing of the 
number of Jewish students in the Universities. 
If they are now, whether by Government decree

or merely through the exercise of pressure, to 
suffer similarly in the workshops, the way will be opened to « 
regime of growing oppression, with all the anti-Jewish elements in 
the country proportionately encouraged. We would call the 
attention of the Hungarian Premier to the following clause in 


the Treaty which was signed on behalf of his country: 


“ Hungarian nationals who belong to racial, religious or linguistic 
minorities shall enjoy the same treatment and security in law and 
in fact as the other Hungarian nationals.” A movement designed, 
even without the issue of official regulations, to discriminate dgainst 
Jews in factories, would be a distinct denial of Jewish equality 
“in fact,’ and therefore a violation of the Treaty. Not long ago 
Gieneral Goemboes formally recanted his anti-Semitic views. We 
believe that the recantation was sincere, and we can only hope that 
it will be respected in the Premier's policy and actions. Any 
deviation from it, any recanting of the recantation, any second or 
rather third thoughts, would set a mischievous example to less 
progressive States than Hungary, and would not be in the interests 
of Ilungary herself. 


IN the ‘communal interest.it is necessary to call attention to the 
peculiar case of the Central Jewish Lecture Com- 
mittee, and the still more peculiar case of its 
Chairman, the Rey. M. L. Perlzweig. The Com- 
mittee is engaged, as our readers no doubt know, 
in the provision of lecturers to non-Jews, and enjoys the services of 
m very competent paid secretary. It is, or was, until compara- 
tively recently, very anxious to extend its list of speakers. A 
gentleman (Mr. W. Summerfield) wrote in, therefore, volunteering 
to be enrolled. His letter was sent early in the year 
1935. For months he received no answer. Accordingly, he tele- 
phoned the rev. gentleman and was informed by him that he bad 
been extremely busy, but that he would communicate at once with 
the Secretary, who would get into touch with Mr. Summerfield. 
Mouths rolled by, and “touch” was not established. In October, 
Mr. Summerfield wrote to the rey. gentleman complaining of his 
treatment. To this day his letter has remained without reply, and 
a mutual friend, who endeavoured, by means of three letters to 
draw the Sphinx has also been met by the same stony silence, 


as has, likewise, a letter from Mr. Summerfield in our issue of a 
fortnight ago.

Parliamentary Notes. 


Legislative Council Debated by Lords 


‘From our Parliamentary Correspondent] 


Both the Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) Bill and the Retail 
Meat Dealers (Sunday) Closing Bill were given a second reading and 
committed to a Standing Committee last Friday. There is little 
doubt among Members that, although these are private Metnbers’ 
Bills. they will result in an Act being passed this session. 

It is generally understood that the protagonists in the House of 
the Catholic non-provided schools are determined to oppose 
strenuously the provisions in the Education Bill for giving local Educa- 
tion authorities control over their teachers. They also propose to 
press for full allowances for the buildings which will have to be erected 
or altered to accommodate the additional school population. 

An interesting debate took place on Wednesday on a motion by 
Lord Snell relating to the Legislative Council. Parliamentary circles 
are impressed by the fact that every speaker in the debate, with the 
exception of Lord Plymouth, the Under Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. was convinced that it is inadvisable to establish a Legislative 
Council at the present time. The debate was completely above party 
polities, as Lord Mansfield pointed out. This reflects the appreciation 
by Members of the line of approach which has, in the last few years, 
become a striking feature of the handling of Palestinian affairs in 
Parliament. 

Lorp SNe. said that the Council would create further bitterness 
hetween Jew and Arab. and would create dithculties for the Jewish 
people generally; Lorp Lyrron suggested the appointment of a Royal 
(onmission. THe Marguis or Lorutian emphatically protested that 
the establishment of the Council at the present time was contrary to 
the development of the ideal of the Balfour Declaration. Lorp 
MeELCHET! vave the case tor the Jewish Agency and stressed the fact 
that they could not possibly co-operate with the Government on this 
matter, although they had examined the position from every angle. 

Lorp PLyMouTH, in his reply, gave the impression that he was 
earrving out an unpleasant task. Although he dwelt on the determuina- 
tion -of the High Commissioner that this step must be taken and 
reiterated the arguments which have been repeatedly adduced on 
behalf of the Government, he was not convincing, and even now man) 
doubt whether the Government will move speedily in the rnatter. He 
was followed by Lorp CeciL, who expressed disappointment at’ his 
reply and strongly urged that an irrevocable step should not be taken 
without the consent of both Houses of Parlament. After Lorp 
Mariey had touched on the general problem of Jewish Refugees, the 
motion was withdrawn by LorRD SNELL.

And the 
hoard may become less of an irresponsible debating society often 
crying for the moon, and more of an organisation conscious of 
ts limitations, and acting within them in a spirit of practical 
sagacity. Anyway, the Board's debates shou!d now take on a new, 
uot to say piquant, interest ! 


Ik ROBERT comes to the Board's “Government” with the 
reputation of a man who gets things done. Well, there is 
precious little doubt about that! How does‘he manage it’ First, 
by setting an example of boundless energy which concerns itselfeven 
with the smallest matters of detail. Secondly, by his force of character 
In the long run, character prevails and rules. It always has done 
and it always will!, It impresses itself on institutions as well as on 
men, and its impact is irresistible. It is force of character which 
lreeds impattence with trivia‘ities and with opposition for opposi 
jion’s sake, Sut sometimes it breeds intolerance, or seems so todo. 
because of it, there is bon an urge to brush obstacles from 
the path, and that, too, with scant ceremony. There are often evens 
brusqueness of manner and an air of command in the man who Is 
blessed with a forceful “ character.” 


ND, to be perfectly frank about it, these qualities are attribuled 
to the new Vice-President of the Deputies. I have even 
heard him called “ Dictator,” and memories are conjured up of the 
first Lord Rothschild, who, fretting under the verbose irrelevancies 
of self-important orators, used to bring them toa summary termina. 
tion with the simple shout to “ Sit down, Sir!”’ I do not know how 
far all this criticism is to be taken as fact, or to what extent it is to 
be explained by feelings of wounded vanity. I have never had the 
fortune, or received the punishment, of sitting in any body under 
Sir Robert's direction. But those who bave had one or other of these 
experiences tell me that Sir Robert is a man of quick grasp and 
firm decision, and these qualities may occasionally be incompatible 
with prolonged, and certainly with petty, argumentation. Is this 
the reason why the cry of “ Dictator!’ has arisen? I have heard 
that Sir Robert has sometimes gone along to a meeting of 
determined opponents, and that, in a flash—or, should I say ~ witu 
the flash of an eye" ?—the hostile gathering has been brought round 
and been “ready to eat out of his band,’ as the saying is. Is 
this the force of autocracy or just the force of character of which 
I have spoken? We have to make sure, before we bemoan our fate 
as a community destined, some day perhaps, to come under the 
thumb of a man with a strong will. Personally, | am haunted by 
no such terror. I do not think that an occasional impatienc? 
or desire to “get moving” is necessarily to be confused with a 
vague longing for the joys of autocracy. I do not believe that 
anybody with a regard for his own comfort would reach after such a 
bed of thorns as a dictatorship over free and independent Jews. 50 
the Deputies need, perhaps, not worry too much, Itisjusta question 
of avoiding the pretensions which brought at least one Deputies 
President low, and it would be unfair to Sir Robert's good sense 
and single-minded devotion to the public welfare to consider him 
unequal to that not very difficult task. In any case, he is only to 
be the Vice-President, and not the President of the Deputies, so 
alarm is premature! 


EVERTHELESS. several other points in connection with this 
election are worth noting. Sir Robert is now Vice-President 

of our chief lay body, the Board of Deputies. He is Vice-President of 
the United Synagogue, our leading religious body. A single individu. | 
thus unites in bis own person the control, in part or almost 
entirely, of the two main departments of our communal life. In 


‘addition, he is Chairman of the Jewish Memorial Council, our chief 


cultural and educational body, to sny nothing of his status as Chair- 
man of the important Economic Poard for Palestine. These are 
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remarkable facts. But can this honorary pluralism be described as 
Dictatorship? Is it not rather just an example of comprehensive 
service? It may be criticised in some quarters, no doubt 
as placing a bar on the honourable ambitions of others but 
the criticism would be untenable, for the plain fact is that this 
concentration of offices in a single individual is largely due 


to the absence, because of unwillingness, of any other candidates 

olequal distinction. This is particularly the case with the Board of 


Deputies. Instead of lamenting then the phenomenon of pluralism, 


it would be better to educate capable and aspiring co-religionists up 
to the idea's of communal service, and meanwhile to be grateful to 


those whose communal conscience needs no jogging. 


‘HIE same retort applies to another aspect of this question. Sit 
| Robert holds several leading positions: in the Community. 
But if we take into consideration the offices held by other members 


of his family, the mon poly, “us the malevolent might call it, is even 


more noticeable There is, fo: instance, the Jewish Board of 


Guardians, presided over by Sir Robert's extraordinarily able cousin. 


Miss Hlannah Cohen. Add this great institution to those already 


mentioned, and one cannot but be struck bw the influence wielded 


by this particular family in the chief wa'ks of the communal 
life. Indeed. the tale does not end here, for Siv Roberts brother, 
Lt.Colonel Charles Wales Cohen, was, until his resignation just

Mr. SAMUEL BROUDE (Liverpool) 


With the passing of Mr. Samuel Broude, in his seventy-ninth year, 
Liverpool Jew ry deplores the loss of one whose outstanding personality 
has, for over forty years, advanced the opportunities for strengthening 


and perpetuating a fuller Jewish life in the 
Pe 


Community. He was born in Swislovitz, 
and came to Liverpool tifty-two years ago 
Inspired by his training at the Yeshivah, he 
quickly recogmsed that the Community had 
not responded to chances that should have 
emanated from the large influx ot 
co-religionists from abroad. And so he took 
a foremost part in giving its mghttul place 
to the section of the Community which he 
represented, by creating and establishing ia 
cordial understanding with the existing 
renerations, who had not yet realised the 
needs of a growing population. As a means 
to this end, he, with other puoneers, estab- 
lished the Crown Street. Beth Hamedrash, 
which ubsequentls took up its more 
Synadgegue in Ishngton, the Central 
Svnavowue Soon followed the opening ot 
the New Hebrew Burial Socety and Chevra MR 
Kadisha, the Tahnud Torah, the 
Anevirn and the Yeshivah. And wiule to-day these institutions remain, 
im part, as a monument to his untuing efforts and zeal, he .cave his 
ervices freely to the Shechita Board. the Baths comnuttee, the Shelter- 
ing Homeé, while the Fnendly Movement equally shared his 
interest In all these Institutions, he had tilled the highest offices and 
positions of trust, and contributed liberally for their respective objects 

Notwithstanding his mamifold activities, Mr... Broude will be best 
remembered for his labours in the cause of phianthrops For a penod 
of forty-six vears, he devoted himself wholeheartedly to the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, and was its Hon. Vice-President. He was unceasing in his 
attendance iit rehet meetings, ana lis sone ana ripe 
experience was invaluable im dealing with the Board’s complex problems.

Tue Rev. J. MILLER 
The Rev. M. ZerrerRTrT writes: 


A well-known and highly respected character wis removed from 
Fast London by the death of the Rev. J. Miller. He was born in the 
County of Minsk, Russia, seventy-four vears ago and was a pupil of the 
famous Rabbi Jacob David. He served as Chazan-Shochet at Great 
Yarmouth and was emploved by the London Board of Shechita tor 
twenty-five vears until his retirement a few vears ago. He officiated at 
the High Festival Services. held under the auspices of the United Syna- 
vogue, at the Assembly Hall and at the Rivoli Cinema, Whitechapel. 
He was a most successful private teacher of Hebrew, and many hundreds 
of children passed through his hands. He was an expert Baal-Koreh and 
Baal-Tekmh and rendered voluntary service in these eapacities at the 
Kast London Svnagogue, He was an erudite Talmiudical scholar and two 
literary works on passages from Bible and Talmud are awaiting publica- 
tion. But apart from his knowledge, he was held in high esteem for 
his lovable personality and his sincere Orthodoxy. A Levite himself, 
he was ot the disciples of Aaron, who loved pursued peace ana 
loved lus fellow-men. It was this characterstic of his which caused him 
to follow the Rabbinic maxim of judging all men ‘* on the seale of 
mert.’’ He is survived by his widow, four sons (three of whom are in the 
Mimistryv) and two daughters (one of whom is the widow of the late 
Rev. M. Lubner, formerly First Reader of the Garnetlhill Synagogue, 
Glasgow).

Unauthorised Collection for Charity 
A FURTHER WARNING 


Recently we printed the following particulars by way of warning 


to those who nught be victinused by the unauthorised collector referred 
TO: 


It has been brought to our notice that a young man calling himself 
Hf. lever has been visiting members of the Community and_ soliciting 
donations to what he calls the “Young Israel Benevolent Fund; Organised 
by North London Young Israel Society.” These particulars are inscribed 
in the front cover of a small collecting book which he shows to those upon 
whom he calls, and there is also an added inscription in the book as follows: 
“Donations acknowledged in Jewisit CuRONICLE.” 

We warn our readers that this collection is entirely unauthorised. We 
have not received any money from any person of this name or from any 
body calling itself by the tithe mentioned, nor have we been approached irom 
such a quarter to agree to such acknowledgment. ‘There is not, and never 
has been, a body called the Young Israel Benevolent Fund. The North 
london Young Israel Society ceased to exist about two years ago. There 
is only one charity organisation in connection with the Young Israel Move- 
ment, and that is the Young Israel Charity Aid Society, and this body forbids 
house-to-house collections such as the subject of this warning indulges in. 

_ When questioned recently by a person he had approached for sub- 
scriptions, this Mr. Lever gave an address in Golders Green, which, upon 
investigation, proved to be false. 

We have obtained the following description of this unauthorised 
collector: Age, twenty-five or twenty-six; height, about 5ft. Tins.; com- 
plexion, dark; black hair, well spoken, wearing brown overcoat and trilby 
hat, quite well dressed. 

Since publication of the above, last week this person called 
upon a member of the Community soliciting funds in the manner 
described. Fortunately, the gentleman approached had read the parti- 
culars we had given and confronted his visitor with them. The 
‘collector’ thereupon confessed his fraud and pleaded poverty. 

The police have been informed of the ‘‘collector’s’’ activities, and 
should he make any further calls of this nature the nearest police station 
should immediately be communicated with. 


Further descriptions are; hair going bald on top, pale complexion, 


no moustache or beard. On his call recorded above, he was wearing & 
blue belted overcoat.

Eight of the dismissals or resignations were 
irom the faculty of law, fourteen from that of medicine, sixteen from 
the faculty of arts and social sciences and six from the faculty of 
natural sciences and mathematics. The list which we have is not, 
however, complete; we have, for instance, the names of six other 
professors or lecturers who have been dismissed from the faculty of 
medicine, and there are likely to have been others, particularly in this 
faculty. A few of the dismissed professors have been pensioned.”

POLISH JEWS IN GERMANY 


Labour Permits Temporarily Restored 
NEW FEDERATION ESTABLISHED 


. The Conference of Polish Jews in Germany, which was held in 
Berlin recently, was from the standpoint of practical aims and achieve- 
ments, probably more important than the much bigger Zionist Con- 
ference held before. Germany has a population of approximately fifty 
thousand Polish Jews. Until recently the position of these people 
was relatively better than that of the German Jews. Berg nationals 
of a foreign State, they were not subjected to the various persecutions 
and discriminations umposed by the Nuremberg laws and other anti- 
Jewish measures of the Nazi Government, and many began to con- 
gratulate themselves on the fact of their being citizens of Poland 
and not of Germany. 

A situation such as this could not, of course, last. During the 
last few months the German Government has been taking measures 
which indicate its determination to deal with the Polish Jews in the 
same manner as with its own, German, Jews and even more harshly. 
In the first place, restrictions have been imposed on Jews engaged in 
business. Certain branches of commerce, as, for instance, the food 
trade, have been entirely cleared of Jews. In others, too, the limita- 
tions have become more severe from month to month. Still more 
serious is the fact that the Nazi Government has lately begun a 
campaign of deporting Polish Jews from Germany. This ts done 
first by prohibiting them from holding employment of any kind, and 
then by deporting them as people without visible means of subsistence. 
A good many Polish Jews have already been deprived of the privilege 
of work and thousands of others are awaiting the same fate. In 
short, the Nazi Government is determined to drive the majority of 
Polish Jews from Germany. While the German Jews are forced to 
emigrate “of their own free will,” Polish Jews will simply be driven 
oul of the country. 

It was this situation which has become critical during the last 
few months, that was responsible for the calling of the present Con- 
ference, Polish Jews have realised that their first need in Germany at 
present is to organise in a body. This was necessary in the first place, 
in order to protect whatever rights they still may have under the Nazi 
regime, and secondly, in order to force their own Government to take 
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measures for their protection. This being the background of the 
Conterence, it was clear that the gathering would depend for its 
success chiefly upon the support of the Polish Government. This was 
doubtless the reason tor the tone of strong pro-Polish sentiment which 
permeated the gathering. A good many grievances which the Polish 
Jews now have against their own Government and which would other- 
wise have been voiced, at a gathering of this kind, were delib rately 
overlooked. M. Lipsky, the Ambassador of the Polish Government in 
Berlin, who had promised to be present at the openimg, disappointed 
the gathering. He was re presented by the Polish Consul-General in 
Berlin, Mr. Kruezkieiwiez, who in the name of his Government wel- 
comed the tormation of a Federation of Pohsh Jews in Germany and 
itl others COUNTrICS AS a hy Wiilt hy the Polish Caovernment could 
keep in touch with its Nationals abroad. 

Apart Irom the strong pro Polish sentunents, the Conference was 
also permeated with strong pro-Ziomst feeling Most of the Jewish 
speakers, beginning with Dr. Meitlis, who spoke on the subject of 
enngration of Polish Jews, and Dr. Traub, who discoursed on the 
Position 1 Polish Jewry, Were throughout Ziomst lit Spirit 
and in ther conclusions. In eonformuty with this spirit, the hall of 
the Conterence was decorated with thr Polesh and Ziomeat colours 
(over the platform hovered big Pols hy cach draped iti th and 
whute flag of Ziomsm. One of the first acts of thr gathenmnog was to 
send telegrams of greeting to M. Moschitsky. President of the Polish 
Republic, and to Nahum Sokolow, the Honorary President of the 
World ieration ol Polish Ws, 

The Conference terminated with the formation of a Federation of 
Polish Jews ma The (Clonterence also it lopted constitu. 
tion of the new Federation and elected an Executive and a Couneil to 
eonduct its work.

27000 BERLIN JEWS ON RELIEF 
Urgent Need of Winter Clothing . 


A heart-breaking puncture of Jewish distress all classes is 
given in an official announcement by the headquarters .of the Jewish 
Winter Rehef in Berlin. 

The announcement states that in Berlin alone, two thousand more 
Jews were dependent on relief in the month of January than in 
December, bringing the number of Jewish recipients of winter rehet 
in Berlin to 27,000. These new victims of the Nazi economic boyeott 
against the Jews consisted chiefly of merchants who had been forced 
to hand over their enterprises to “Aryans,” and of ermployees who had 
lost their jobs when Jewish concerns passed into “Aryan” hands. 

One-third of the Jews who are dependent on winter rehet-are in 
urgent need of heavy winter clothing. Most of them disposed of 
everything they possessed before taking the final step of appealing for 
charity. These people include former professors, lawyers, court officials 
and skilled artisans as well as factory workers. 


The New Duty of a Doctor 


* Observance of the law for the protection of German blood and 
German honour and of the Reich citizenship law is the primary duty 
of every doctor in the State or municipal health systems,” Ministerial 
Director Dr. Gutt stated recently in his address inaugurating the 
new term of the State Medical Academy, which prepares doctors for 
State service. Dr. Gutt, who is Director of the Academy, emphasised 
that the racial problem is the most unportant question for Germany 
and that every doctor in State employment “must educate the German 
family to racial responsibility.”

Hilfsverein Opens Eleven New Branches 


In order to be able to cope with the enorn ously crowing demands 

of the Jewish population for emigration facilities, the Hilfsverein has 
decided to establish eleven new emigration ottices which would assist 
by giving advice and material help to those who desire to emugrate. 
Hitherto the Hilfsverein has had only two branches, in Hamburg and 
fremen. but now new offices are being opened in Komesberg, Breslau, 
Leipzig, Stettin, Hanover, Cologne, Frankfort-on-Main, Mannheim, 
Karlsruhe, Stuttgart and Munich. In order to train the new officials 
who will be put in charge of these new branches, the Hailfsverein ts 
special emigration courses at which the mmimigration POssi- 
bilities in different countries, the transfer of capital, co-operation with 
the foreign Jewish orgamsations relet questions and other problems 
are to be dealt with 

An average of three hundred Jews is leaving Germany monthly 
tol settlement overseas countmes r than Palestine with the 
assistance of the Hilisveremn Most of them are proceeding to Central 
and South Amercan countnes, to which emigration has in the last 
lew .months reached almost the same proportions as emigration to 
Palestine. Overseas enugration is growing weekly, and Jews who left 
Germany in 1933 are already sending for.theur famihes to join them in 
their new homes. According to reports received by the Hilfsverein, 
of the settlers are about then homes and have 
beeh able to adapt themselves satistactonly to the new conditions ot 
hie mn Central and South Amenecan countnes.

GERMAN NEWS ITEMS 

A COMMITTEE to grant or refuse permission to marry has been 
appomted in Berlin under the name, “ Reich Committee for the 
Protection of German blood.” 

“THe British publie is shocked at the way the.Nazis are treating 
the Jews. There can be no formal agreement with Germany whiuls' 
public opinion is thus inflamed. Persecution of the Jews is a shameful! 
and degrading business, and it must stop. We have not wavered 1 
condemnation of Times. 

THe Magistrates’ Court in Landau has sentenced a man to three 
months’ umprisonment for insulting and assaulting a Jew during a 
train journey. Such individual actions, it was declared, were harmful. 

New regulations have been issued whereby the Reich Minister 
of Transport, in conjunction with the Fiihrer’s Deputy, has the power _ 
to prohibit Jewish-owned slups from flying the Nazi mercantile flag 
(containing a Swastika). 

Tue Nuremberg law forbidding Jewish families to employ “Aryan” 
servant girls has been extended to the Saar. 

A BEeERLIN court has handed down a decision forbidding a Jewish 
owner, whose name is Levy, to transfer an enterprise to his brother- 
in-law, whose name is Lehman. The court declared that the name 
of Levy is unmistakably Jewish, while the name of Lehman might 
be taken as “Aryan,” and under his ownership the firm might be 
mistaken for an “Aryan” concern. 

In Dresden, a sign reading “ Jews are not wanted here” has been 
displayed in the Eden Hotel, for many vears the favourite rendezvous 
of foreign Jews. cm 

Tue Dresden County Court has decided that a  “quarter- 
Jewish” child must not be brought up by his Jewish grandparent, 
following the divorce of his parents. He was accordingly entrusted to 
his “Aryan” mother. | 

Taree youths of Wiesenbronn, near Wurzburg, have been 
sentenced to a fine of 50 marks or twenty days’ imprisonment for 
smashing windows of the local Synagogue ‘and Jewish houses. The 
court found that the youths were “ over-zealous.”

HELP FOR DISPLACED GERMAN. SCIENTISTS 
| COMMUNICATED | 

At a meeting of the Academic Assistance Couneil. under the 
Presidency of Lord Rutherford, in the Rooms of the Roval mpociety On 
Kinday last, the Council recorded its gratitude for the generous gift 
from Mr. and Mrs. Simon Marks, Mr. and Mrs. israel M. Sieff, Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Sacher, Mr. and Mrs. Norman Laski and Miss Mathilda 
Marks of two research fellowships tor displaced German scientists of 
the value of £450 per annum each for a penod of five years. After 
consultation with the Roval society, the Council awarded one fellow 
ship for a penod of three years to Dr, Walter Heitler, to enable him 
to continue his research in. theoretical physics at the University of 
Bristol. The Council will shortly award the second fellow ship. 

From its general funds the Council established a third tellowship 
for a period of three vears, wluch it awarded to Dr. Veit Valentin, 
to enable him to continue his work in German lustory at University 
College, London. 

The officers of the Council reported that the distnissal of University 
teachers in Germany, on account of opumom or race, Was stall con- 
tinuing, and that even after dismissal scholars were turther victimised 
by being denied access to libraries and forbidden to accept invitations 
from universities and learned societies abroad. The officers also 
reported that six umiversity teachers had been disnussed in Portugal 
for other than professional reasons.” The Council decided that there 
was continuing need for a non-political organisation to assist displaced 
scholars and scientists, and made plans tor the creation of a more 
permanemt body, a Society for the Protection of Science and Learning, 


to take over its activities. An invitation will shortly be issued for

Fascist Speaker Arrested 


Report of Police Special Branch 


A CRIMINAL RECORD 


Richard Alister Houston, aged thirty-two, described as a political 
agent, of Petherton Road, Highbury, N., who was arrested ata Fascist 
meeting held at Finsbury Square, E.C., on Thursday in last week, 
appeared at Old Street Police Court on Friday, charged with using 
insulting words and behaviour. , 

Houston at first pleaded “Not Guilty,” but subsequently altered 
his plea to “Guilty.” : 

Inspector George Clark said that at 1.5 p.m. on Thursday, about 
300 people attended a meeting held at Finsbury Square, E.C., under 
the auspices of the British Umon of Fascists, which was addressed by 
Houston. Houston mentioned several prominent persons. When he 
was commenting on the influence and financial position of Lord 
Melchett there was an interruption, and someone said : “Isn't Mosley 
rich, too?” Turning to that part of the crowd, Houston said : “You're 
eat’s meat to me. No Yiddish stuff here—with your damned Jewish 
ignorance.” There were immediate interruptions from another part 
of the crowd. Houston then addressed the crowd generally and said : 
“You damned Jews. If you were wise you'd keep away from Black- 
shirt meetings.” “At this,’ said the officer, “there were immediate 
shouts from all parts of the crowd, and fearing that breaches of the 
peace would take place, I came through the crowd from behind the 
prisoner and arrested him.” Inspector Clark added that two men 
afterwards made a short statement at Commercial Street Police 
Station. One of them asked that his name and address should not 
be disclosed, as he feared victimisation afterwards. 


Receiving, Housebreaking and Fraud 

Sergeant Brown, of the Special Branch said that Houston was 
hound over in November. 1931, for receiving. In January, 1932, at 
London Sessions, he was sentenced to twelve months’ impnsonment 
for housebreaking and larceny, and in June, 1933, at Middlesex 
Sessions, he was sentenced to eight months’ lnprisonment with hard 
labour for obtaining money by false pretences. Since April, 1954, he 
had spoken on behalf of the British Umon of Fascists. 

In ordering a remand for a week on bal, Mr. F, O. Langley (the 
Magistrate) said: “There has been some question of victimising some 
one. In this jurisdiction there 1s going to be no baiting—whether ot 
Jews, of Communists, or Fascists, or any other group of men. Every 
individual who observes the law is entitled to reeeiwe—and will receive

Germany Under Hitler 
SOME IMPRESSIONS 


In the course of an address to the Historical Association, Hudders- 
field Branch, recently, on “‘Germany under Hitler,’’ Mr. D. St. J. Gurney 
said: There were many things with which they could have sympathy, 
but one thing stood against anything that might seem of value—the 
treatment of the Jews. You cannot feel any real sympathy with a 
movement which is gomg to attack a whole body of citizens: because of 
their race and creed, hold them up to scorn and load them with all sorts 
of abuse, sometimes of the filthest kind. The theory that everything 
that went wrong was due to the Jews, and that the Jews are to be kept 
apart as an inferior race, was a thing impossible to swallow. There were 
many Germans ashamed of these things, but, to the speaker’s mind, 
the most appalling thing was that, while they could get people of the 
War generation to admit some feeling of shame, the younger people were 
incapable of it. They were so imbued with the race theory that they 
simply accepted as a fact that the Jew was of an inferior race, and they 
treated anyone who thought otherwise as a little wrong-headed.

ANSWER TO FASCIST CHARGE 

A letter vigorously championing Jewish rights, in answer to an attack 
by a member of the British Union of Fascists, appears in a recent issue 
of the YORKSHIRE PosT trom Mr. J. W. Poynter. of North London. Mr. 
Poynter examines the charge made that the Jews are an ‘organised 
State within the State. whose primary allegiance is not to the British 
hation and national interests, but to ifs co-racials in other lands,” and 
points out that the same char‘es were made against Catholics from 15 9 
mntil 1829 by way of justification for imposing anti-Catholic penal laws. 
Every group, the letter states, has the right to claim freedom to manage 
its own affairs, so long as itis done peacefully, The Fascists themselves 
are the worst example of a “State within the State,” usurping powers 
Which are not justifiably theirs,

SURPLUS AND NON-SURPLUS CONSTITUENTS 


Monetary Relationship Adjusted 


CLOSER CONTROL BY HEADQUARTERS 


A new financial scheme submitted by the Finance Conynittes 
the United Synagogue to the members of the Couneil was adopted bys 
special meeting of the Council, which was held on Monday evenine 
t Woburn House. Sir Robert Wale Cohen, A. BE. presided 

The important proposals embodied in this new Financial Sehern» 
il been placed before the Finance Committee by the Treasurers of 

the Unmted Svnagogue, Mr. Frank Samuel and the Hon Kwen EK. S 
lontagu. 

The proposals deal with: the assessment annually made on th 
ross revenue of the Constituent SVnagogues towards the general and 
haritable Purposes of the United Svnagorue United svnagowue 

ovenants (each Svnagogue account to he eredited with thie fill 
mount of tax recovered during the year as a result of the Seven Year 

(‘oyenants entered into by the members of that Syvnagowue): the 
location of marnage charges: application of the term “ Assisted 
nagogue in place ot the previous term it Sv and 
easures for the assistance and assessment of these: ancl a number of 
ther matters. 

The new scheme auns at reducing the heavy burdens on thi 
inplus Synagogues by taxing them on it shding scale according to the 
ze of their surplusses along the lines of the sur-tax. The Surplus 
“\vnagogues will thus be able to retain more of their surplusses for then 
own requirements, principally for Jewish educational purposes. At the 
une tine, by a tightening up of the adimimstration of Synagogues. 

saving will result so that the Deficit Synagogues will not be the 
josers by reason of the Surplus Synagogues’ retention of more of thei 
irplusses. 

The Finance Committee, Ith submitting the scheme, stated that “at 
envisages increased ctheency in the riormance of the aduunstrative 
de of syvnagogal work, accompanied by the prospect of the individual 
“vnagogues being able to’ retam, in the form of * Final Surplus” a 
arger proportion of the local revenue than has been the case during 
the last two years.” | 

Mr. FRANK SAMUEL, un Moving the report and recomunendations 

i the Finance Committee, said he would lke, on behalf of his 
colleagues and himself, to express regret that it was not found possible 
to have this report available for submission to the Council at ar 
earher date. They recognised that the delay -in bringing these 
proposals forward had caused certain inconvemence to the Constituent 
Synagogues, and the delay was solely due to the fact that the whole 
inmatter had needed examination which had occujyned a much longer 
tune than Was originally anticipated. The preparation of the scheme 
had thrown an enormous volume of additional work upon the Head 
Otfice staff, and in particular upon Mr. Goldberg and the Accountants, 
but as was their wont, they had undertaken it with the greatest 
resource and cheerfulness. 


Urgency of the Reforms 


The Council would recollect, said Mr. Samuel, that at the Budget 
meeting, held in April of last year, the Treasurers stated that they 
had it in mind before the accounts for 1935 were presented to examine 
in detail the existing financial arrangements as between the United 
Synagogue and its Constituents in the hope that it would be found 
possible to provide arrangements which would bring some measure 
of rehef to the heavily taxed “ Surplus ” Synagogues and which would 
at the same tume make for greater efherency in the conduct of the 
administrative affairs. Many of the Surplus Constituent Synagogues 
were feeling—with a considerable measure of justification—that there 
was being placed upon them a burden in respect of ther contribution 
towards deficits, which had reached the point of discouragement, and 
which was making the conduct of their local affairs increasingly more 
difficult. He drew attention to the fact that in the view of the Hon. 
Officers the danger point had been reached, seeing that the deficits 
had reached so high a figure that no less than 97 per cent. of the gross 
surplusses were required in order to balance the account. Had it not 
been for the considerable allocation which it was found possible to 
make from the United Synagogue Covenant Fund, the surplusses 
available to the Surplus Synagogues would have amounted to what 
would have been no more than a nominal figure. This was the problem 
with which the Treasurers were faced, and they had consequently 
made a survey of the whole of the financial relations between the 
constituents and the central body and were now able to place before 
them, as an outcome of several months of detailed study, a new 
financial scheme which must be considered as a whole, and which had 
for its purpose, these four principal objectives : 

(1) To bring to bear in any Synagogue where it may be lacking an 
increased efficiency in the conduct of its administrative affairs. . 

(2) To lighten, in a considerable measure, the burden of the deficits 
which has been lying with increasing weight upon the shoulders of the 
Surplus Synagogues. 

(3) To bring about a simplification of the rather complex methods 
under which Constituent Synagogues’ revenue has been taxed for general 
purposes and specific Committees, and the allocation of such monies to their 
several purposes. ; 

(4) To introduce financial arrangements which will bring a wide measure 
of encouragement to the Deficit Synagogues. 


Help From General Funds 


It would be apparent to the Council, continued Mr, Samuel, that 
the funds necessary to make effective any scheme which was going to 
bring a greater measure of financial encouragement to the Constituent 
Synagogues must have an origin somewhere, and he should make 1t 
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clear that initially a considerable burden must fall upon the general 
funds of the United Synagogue. Basing his calculations on the 1934 
figures, he would say that the aggregate by which the surplusses 
would have benefited would have amounted to nearly £1,500 

Mr. Samuel then proceeded to give a lengthy and detailed

Mr. EnvGar ISRAEL complimented the Executive and ‘Treasurers 
upon the scheme and welcomed the fact that the Hon. Officers should 
have some say, especially if they paid, about the permanent officials 
ot the Synagogue.

REVIEW OF ANNUAL REPORT 
[From our Correspondent] 


A broad line is taken in the Annual Report for 1935, which is 
to be submitted to delegates on Sunday next. Assisted by the 
loyalty and co-operation of its constituent bodies, the Association has 
played a part which justifies the hopes of those who were 
instrumental in creating it in 1915; and in its twenty-first year the 
Association may not unjustly be described as one of the major 
organisations of Anglo-Jewry, the accepted medium for expressing 
the views of a large section of the Jewish masses. The Report 
says:— 

We live during a period when Jews are assailed in many countries, and rs 
a consequence we must protect our Jewish consciousness and meet any respon- 
sibilities which might face us in the future. Jewish communities in many 
countries face conditions and breathe an atmosphere from which we in Britain 
are happily free. Respect for religion, protection of life and property, freedom for 
race and creed, and the safeguarding of human and individual rights, which are 
elementary privileges in this country, are denied to millions of our coreligionists. 
The accession of King Edward VIII. enabled every section of opinion and of 
persuasion to unite in one pation-wide expression of homave to the new King, 
who symbolises in his person the greatness of the British Realm and who con 
tinunes the traditions and prince: ples of his late father, 4.M. George V., whose 
passing was the occasion © widespread grief thioughout the civilised world, 

During the year, the Association took a prominent part in raising 
fands for Polish Jewry by the inauguration of the United Jewish Friendly 
Societies 50,000 Shilling Fund which enabled the many Orders and 
Societies to combine by means of propaganda of a novel kind. Considerable 
progress has been made in raising this sum, and there is no doubt that 
this method of pooling efforts and sacrifices has captured the imagination 
of the movement, The various schemes of co-operative endeavour 
which the Association bas advocated and applied continue in existence, 
¢.q., specialist facilities, now extended téd Manchester and Glasgow, medical 
consultation in doubtful sickness claims, provision of nurses in conjunction 
with the Queen's Institute, burial rights in’ accordance with a long 
standing arrangement with the United Synagegue, and hospital treatment 
throngh a Savings Association, The total number of constituents for the 
year is 40, including eight Orders, and the aggregate membership is com- 
puted at 88,55), of which 40,891 represents voluntary members and 47,459 
State-insured., 

\ separate section reviews communal work, which has to be read in 
conjunction with a comprehensive report on the work of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies signed by Mr. Michael Levy, Mr. Perey Cohen, C.B.E., 
and Alderman A. Kershaw, J.P. A decision on the question of formal 
affiliation with the Jewish Representative Council will be taken on Sunday, 
when 1t 1s hoped to secure unanimity, The Executive records with ve ry 
much regret that the resignation of Lt.-Col. Charles Waley Cohen, C.M.G., 
as President bocomes effective next week. He was elected in October. 
1926, and has therefore held the office of President of the Association and 
the Jewish Friendly Societies Convalescent Home for nearly ten years, 
Succeeding the late Sir Stuart Samuel, he rapidly made himself acquainted 
with the day to day problems of the whole movement. There was no 
question affecting the Orders and Societies and their individual members 
in Which he was not prepared to render a service. By consultations with 
leaders and by his valuable contacts in influential quarters he rendered 
an outstanding contribution to the cause of the Association, 

The Governing Body of the Jewish Friendly Socicties’ Convalescent 
liome mects a week later. Its report shows that 759 paticnts were 
received at Birchington in 1935, bringing the grand total since 1921 to 
nearly 10,000,

THE PROPOSED LAND LEGISLATION | 

Is it anv use arguing with the Palestine Government, the Editor 
of Haaretz asks bitterly, regarding the rain of decrees that have 
come down upon the heads of the Jewish people recently ? Is it 
purposeful to discuss, either from the point of view of logic, or of 
fairness, the Government's attempts to strike at the roots of the 
Jewish National Home and of Jewish rights in the country? The 
measured and moderate statement of the Jewish Agency 1n connection 
with the proposed land legislation make it unnecessary to advance 
further arguments; moreover, arguments seem to be wasted because 
the authorities are influenced only by limited political considerations 
and a shortsighted and narrow-minded policy. 

The Jewish colonisation activities in the country, the writer proceeds, 
have vielded nothing but good for Palestine and for all its inhabitants, 
especially for the Arab fellahin. The Government s declaration regarding 
the need for protecting the smallholder, whose subsistence 1s alleged to be 
endangered, only supports the libel of displacement of the Arabs by the 
Jews, a charge frequently made by Arab agitators but disproved by the 
Giovernment itself after thorough immvestigation. It has been definitely 
established by the Government that not only has Arab agnculture not 
cuffered through Jewish colonisation, but has on the contrary profited 
by it: that through Jewish purchases of land the Arabs have been able 
to improve their agricultural practice and raise their standard of living 
The article deplares that at so tragic a time in Jewish history, the 
Mandatory Power, with whom the fate oft the Jewth people 13 bound ul 
and upon whose sense of justice the Jews had relied, should act in the 
manner it does and disappoint all Jewish hopes. The Jews in Palestine 
nre anxious to work iti peace, they are only too Conscious that thes have 
verv few fnends in the world, and they certainly do not want to extend 
the airele of their enemies, They are aware, too, that their enemies will 
rejoice at anv difference with the Mandatory Power. But even so. the 
onslaught on them makes silence impossible ; they cannot reconcile them- 
selves to these fresh blows which jeopardise their position it} the country. 
The Government is forcing them to a conflict for their rights, for ther 
verv existence and ther whole future. In conclusion, the «article 
expresses the hepe that there are still men in Great Britain and else. 
where who will understand the Jewish position and help them in the 
present struggle, as they did at the time of the Passtield White Paper.

PRIORITY OF ASSISTAS CE 
It appears from the Jewish Press in the United States, a writer 
ii the MOMENT SaVS, that the question is bemg discussed as to who 
should receive priority in regard to relief—-the German Jews or the 
Jews in Poland. 


A number of leading Jewish pubheists deplore the fact that owing to 
the German-Jewish calamity the position of the Jews in Poland has 
almost been ignored, continues the article. It is searcely necessary to 
einphasise that Polislr Jewry is anxious to draw the attention of world 
Jewry to its extremely difhcult econome and political conditions. Hf, 
however, Polish Jewry were to stress its own situation, it would be 
guilty of the same error as those stressing only the German catastrophe 
‘There is certamly a difference between the Jewish situation in Poland 
and that of Germany; but in any constructive assistance that is to be 
rendered, a general Jewish point of view as distinct from a local Jewisli 
point of view must be apphed. -In the cases of constructive relief in the 
country itself, Polish Jewry must be treated separately. The complete 
break~lown must be taken into wecount and measures devised 
to put some of the ruined Jews on their feet again. Lf, however, the 
possibilities of transfermng Jews to other countries are being examined, 
then there is really very little difference between the lot of one section 
of Jewry and that of the other. The question of priority, the article 
concludes, if if does arise in the minds ol some Jews, oniv indicates the 
internal disorgamisation of the Jewish people. Had there been in exist- 
ence a Central Jewish Body to deal with the probleins of the various 
Jewnes, such discussions would never arise. 


Jewish Textile Traders’ Association 


ANNUAL MEETING 
| COMMUNICATED | 

The second Annual Meeting of the Jewish Textile Traders’ 
Assocation was held at 26, Coverdale Road, N.W. (by courtesy of Mr. 
and Mrs. S. Birnhak) last week. Mr. H. Bernstein, the Chairman, 
presided, 

The Orgamsing Secretary, Mr. Alfred Goldston reported that, in the 
course of the year, the membership had increased by 50 per cent. and 
totalled over 300, in addition to some hundreds of Pledge Forms received 
from non-member firms that they would not handle German goods or 
services, An Investigation Committee was formed in September, and had 
enquired into many cases of firms dealing in German goods. In every 
instance, the firm interviewed had ceased dealing in German goods, with 
but one exception, the case still being under review. In October, blotters 
bearing the slogan ‘‘Boycott Everything German’’ were introduced, and 
over 100,000 of these had been distributed. These blotters had proved to 
be a successful medium of propaganda. 

Lists of wholesale and manufacturing firms who had given written 
pledges to the Association had been circulated widely to Jewish traders 
during the year, he continued, and augmented lists would shortly be 
issued. These lists served the purpose of indicating to buyers those firms 
from whom they could purchase, in the knowledge that they would not 
be buying German goods. 

The following Honorary Officers were re-elected: Messrs. H. 
Bernstein, Chairman; 8. Birnhak, 8S. Bloom, 8. Goldstein, J. Steinberg, 
Vice-Chairmen; C. Glicksman and M. Ornstein, Treasurers; David 
Goldstein, Hon. Secretary; and a Committee of twenty-two. 

The Chairman reported that a supper and ball had been arranged 
by a Committee of United Traders, to be held at Grosvenor House on 
a “es for the purpose of raising funds for the Jewish Representative

The Torah 
Wal Hot necessary for them on all its restmetive measures The Noachic 
were a suflicient vide for ethical eonduet, the saving 
power of the Torah being replaced by their behef in Jesus as thet 
aviour., Neither Jesus nor Paul, then, intended a break away trom the 
lewtsh Commumty, but as events developed the Messiame claims ot 
less and the umversal validity of the Torah becaine issues whieli grew 
mounportance and caused an ever-widening breach. 

Whether this interpretation of Paul's attitude to Torah is wholls 
orrect is debatable, and Jewish scholars would probably Joi Isstte with 
the author. But they will be reacly to accord unstinted praise ta banera feos 
lis mupartua scholarship, and thank him for a most interesting study of 
ns vexed question.

A SHORT LIFE OF SPINOZA 


Spinoza, by Sir Frederick Pollock (Duckworth, Great Lives Series, 
2s. net.) 

There is a stmking contrast, it has often been remarked, between the 
life of Spinoza, uneventful and sheltered, and his philosophy, provo- 
cative, daring and highly controversial. He came of Jewish stock, his 
parents having fled from Catholic persecution in Spain and Portugal 
to take refuge in Holland, then the most. tolerant region in Kurope. Here, 
in Amsterdam, Spimoza was born in 1632. His early training was 
thoroughly Jewish, directed by the Chief Rabbi of the Community, one 
Morteira by name. As is well known, Spinoza drifted away from 
orthodox doctrine and practices, and was excommunicated by the Syna- 
cogue authorities when he was a young man of twenty-four. The rest 
of tus hfe he spent in quiet retirement and study. He earned a living 
hy making optical lenses, but devoted his leisure to philosophy, and died 
of consumption at the early age of forty-four. 

The only notable incident of his retirement took place in 1673, when 
he was offered the Chair of Philosophy at the University of Heidelberg. 
ne cannot umagine a sunilar offer in 1936! But Spinoza preferred to 
remain independent. ‘‘I have never been minded,’ he wrote in reply, 
“to give public lectures. If Iam to find time for teaching a class. I must 
give up philosophical research.’’ 

Though Sir Frederick Pollock, the author of this little biography, 
deals mainly with Spinoza’s life and character, he has a few comments 
here and there on aspects of Spinoza’s thought. He traces Spinoza’s 
behef in the unity of all creation to Hebrew monotheism. ‘‘The unbend- 
ing monotheism of the prophets was bred in his bone’”’ (p. 57). He shows 
how in the work of Spinoza called ‘‘Tractatus Theologico-Politicus’’

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The Sunday Trading Bill 


Large Majority for Second Reading 


EXEMPTION CLAUSE FOR JEWISH TRADERS 


In the House of Commons on Friday, Mr. Lorrus (C., Lowestoft) 
moved the second reading of the Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) 
Bill. He said that the third schedule dealt with the Jewish trader. 
Where there was a conscientious objection to trading on the Sabbath 
(Saturday), he could sign a declaration to that effect, and was allowed 
to open on Sunday. There was a time limit allowed. The object of 
Clause 11 was to make the Bill apply to movable shops as well as 
fixed shops. Whatever applied to a fixed shop would apply also to 
a wheelbarrow or other movable shop. Any conscientious Jewish 
objector to trading on Saturday would be able to trade in Petticoat 
Lane during the hours of Sunday trading, provided he did not trade 
on Saturday. 

Mr. J. Ho Haus (Lab., Whitechapel) said that, in his view, the Bull 
would operate unfairly against the Jewish trader. The Jewish trader 
was told that if he would sign a statutory declaration that he would not 
open his shop on Saturday, he might open for half-a-day on Sunday, to 
make up for the lost day. That meant introducing a tive-day week for 
ene class of the COmMNUMLY Ile was definitely in favour of a tive day 
week, but he wanted to see it applied universally. Ths umpression. was 
that Petticoat Lane was a very lucrative market place on Sunday, but 
net a paying proposition on weekdays. There were Christian traders who 
had stalls in Petticoat Lane, but they would not be able to open ther 
stalls on Sunday, and <o a preference would be given to Jewish traders. 
The Bill, in lis judement, introduced differentiations that were unfair. 

Sin Perey Harnis (L.. Bethnal Green) said that there were just as 
many non-Jewish traders as Jews carrying on their business in Club Row 
on a Sunday, If the House laid it down that only Jews should trade 
on Sunday morning, they would start up the very thing it was desirable 
te avond, namely race feeling and religious controversy . 

With regard to the Jewish trader, Mr. FRANKEL (Lal>., Mile End) said 
the exemption form in the Bill required a person getting that exemption 
te say that 
solemnly and sincerely declare that I conscientiously object by reason 
of my relgious hehefs to Carrying on any form of trade or business on 
the Jewish Sabbath, and TF make this solemn declaration consmentiously 
beheving the same to be true.””

That was completely unfair, and it was 
un attempt to mx up business with relgion—and they did not mix. 

The Bill, he continued, would make for much more religious 
intolerance. What about the non-Jewish shopkeeper in a distnct where 
he was surrounded by Jewish competitors who would be allowed to 
open on Sundays when most -of the trade was being done, while he 
would have to keep his shop closed? There might be districts where the 
bulk of the trade was done on Sundays not by Jewish buyers, but by 
non-Jewish buyers. So that this Bill would create more intolerance 
and disharmony among people. Clause 5 laid it down that where a shop 
was under the management of persons of the Jewish religion, though 
belonging to a partnership or company, it might be opened on Sundays. 
He had never heard of a more absurd proposition. 

Mr. Greorrrey Lioyp (Parliamentary Under-Secretary, Home Office) 
said, with regard to the provisions for people of the Jewish faith, he was 
not prepared at present to take a definite line as to the desirability or 
adequacy of those provisions. They were somewhat similar to those of 
the Hatrdressers Act of 1930, but these provisions had not worked 
altogether satisfactonly. It was true that the provisions in this Bill 
were net quite the same, but they would require careful consideration in 
committee, 


What indiscriminate Opposition to the Bill Produces 

Mr. Benriecp (Lib., Wednesbury) said, as one who had sympathy 
with Jews, he would beg of them to remember that in Sunday trading 
they were doing great harm with their disposition to grab trade at 
any cost and under all circumstances. 

Mr. Messer (Lab., Tottenham 8.) said they should have some regard 
to the religious beliefs of those who had to work on Sunday when they 
did not want to. People without religious beliefs were sometimes com- 
pelling a sacrifice of conscience on the part of those who had religious 
beliefs. He did not agree with the form of the statutory declaration in 
the third schedule. It bristled with difficulties. It meant that a trader 
had to declare that he had Jewish religious beliefs. He might be a Jew 
hy parentage; he might be living in a Jewish Community; his business 
might be exactly the same as that of other people surrounding him, but 
if he was going to speak truthfully, because he was not an Orthodox Jew 
he could not take advantage of the schedule. 

The second reading of the Bill was carried by 191 to 8.

Poland: Anti-Shechita Bill Read 


Defence Committee in Action 


Government Cooling Towards Measure 


POSEN ALREADY EXCLUDES KASHRUT 


The Bill prohibiting Shechita in Poland, introduced in the 
Sejm by Mme. Prystor, wife of the Speaker in the Senate, had its 
lirst reading in the Sejm last Friday. There was no discussion. aud 
the Bill was handed over to Committee. 

Meanwhile, Jewish circles are showing intense activity in their 
opposition to the proposals. The Committee formed in Warsaw for 
the defence of Shechita has opened an office, which is now busy 
preparing propaganda literature. Pamphlets demonstrating that 
Shechita, according to high authorities, is a humane method of 
slaughter, are being circulated among all deputies, senators, states. 
men, savants, and public workers. In view of Mme. Prystor's state. 
ment to Deputy Somerstein that she is concerned only about “ the 
cruelty of Shechita” and not about the economic side of the problem, 
the views of eminent scientists in favour of Shechita are of 


great 
importance in the campaign against the Bill. 


The Committee is 
inviting the Press toa Conference to hear the Jewish objections to 
the proposals. 

The Association of Jewish Doctors in Warsaw is also preparing 
a pamphlet on the humanitarian aspect, while the Federation of 
Jewish Merchants has already circulated a memorandum showing 
that the Bill will not benefit Poland economically. 


The Offic'al Attitude 


M. Swietoslawski, Minister of Religious and Public Education. 
this week received a delegation of the Union of Ribbis with whom 
he discussed the Bill for overan hour. The Minister promised to 
study the materials submitted to him so as to be able to take upa 
proper attitude towards the question. The semi-official GAzers 
POLSKA publishes an inspired article which shows quite definitely 
that the Polish Government is not happy about the Bill and does 
not intend to force the prohibition of Shechita on the Jews. The 
Government, according to the paper, is rather inclined to introduce 
gradual restrictions against Shechita. 

The rest of the Press is silent, or supporting the Bill. The anti. 
Semitic organs are publishing disgraceful caricatures of Jewish 
butchers and Shochetim, representing them as cruel and blood. 
thirsty persons. On the wireless last week, a broadcast address 
was given on Shechita describing it as a barbarous relic of ancient 
times, which has already been prohibited in all civilised countries. 
The Committee for the Defence of Shechita has requested the 
wireless authorities to allow a member of the Committee to reply to 
the attacks. 

Abolition Campaign Spreads 

In Posen, the municipal bye-law prohibiting Shechita came into 
force last week. As a protest, the entire Jewish population 
refrained from buying meat, although the majority of local Jews are 
not orthodox. A delegation of the Jewish Community in Pozen has 
arrived in Warsaw in order to intervene with the central 
authorities. 

Reports from different cities throughout Poland state that the 
anti-Semites are taking steps to induce the municipal authorities to 
pass bye-laws prohibiting Shechita similar to that passed by Posen. 
In alarge number of cities special meetings of the municipalities 
have already been fixed for the purpose. 


The Senate of the Lemberg Technical High School has abolished the 
ghetto order which forced Jewish students to occupy separate seats in 
the lecture rooms. At the same time, the expulsion of the seven Jewish 
students for signing a manifesto protesting against the anti-Jewish excesses 
and the ghetto law at the school, has been annulled. However, the 
students have been suspended for three terms. 


The Higher Court has, in view of the general amnesty, quashed the 
sentence of cight months passed on the Jewish business-man Nahum 
Halberstadt last September, for insulting Hitler in a letter to a German 
firm. In his letter, Mr. Halberstadt pointed out that he refused to buy 
German goods “ as long as Hitler and his gang ruled Germany.” 


A number of Endeks have been arrested in Czenstochowa on charges 
of attacking Jewish shops. At Radom, three anti-Semites who recently 
assaulted and thrashed a Polish peasant for having made purchases in 
a Jewish shop have been sentenced to imprisonment for terms ranging 
from three to five months, 


On his way back from last week’s Warsaw Conference, which con- 
sidered the proposed Bill to prohibit Shechita, the President of the Board 
of the Jewish community in Lomza, Hirsh Epstein, aged sixty-two, 
committed suicide in Bialystok, by taking veronal. He left a letter in 
which he declared that he could no longer bear the Jewish sufferings and 
persecutions. Epstein’s only son was killed fighting for Poland in the 
War against Russia in 1920. 


The trial, at Lodz, of the five persons accused of having been involved 
in a fraudulent attempt to smuggle illegal emigrants out of Poland into 
Palestine resulted in two of the accused being found guilty. Among the 
accused were two of the principal leaders of the Lodz Revisionist Party, 
as well as Mr. Abraham Stavski, who had been involved in the Arlosoroff 
murder trial. Mr. Stavski was among those acquitted,

The “ Leader” On His Policy 


» HITLERISM BEHIND A MASK 
‘From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM) 


Repeatedly challenged to define his official political aititude 
towards Jewry, the “ Leader” of the Nazi party (N.S.B.) in Holland 
has, until recently, succeeded in evading the issue by declaring 
that he was no enemy of the Jews, as Jews. At the same time, his 
satellites up and down the country have for a considerable period 
carried on a malicious anti-Jewish campaign both in the Party 
Press and on the public platform. Lifting the veil behind which he 
has till pow concealed his personal predilections, the “ Leader,” a 
few days ago, ata mass meeting in Amsterdam, devoted part of his 
tirade to what he termed “the Jewish problem.” In this country, 
one never heard of a Jewish problem prior to the advent of the 
Dutch Nazis, who began to preach the Hitler creed and to quote 
Germany as an example for the Netherlands to emulate. 

The “Leader's” present pronouncement cannot be mis- 
interpreted. He has shown himself an advocate of German 
Nazi “ methods” and has given his official approval to Jew baiting 
in Holland. Dutch Jewry, he declared, were divided into three 
categories. In the first, he included thousands of Jews who had 
declared their opposition to the local Nazi movement simply because 
they are Jews. ‘The second category was formed of Jews who had 
either joined the Party or who were sympathetically disposed to 
it. “These comrades,’ he stated, “have much to endure, and in 
honour bound the party will not fail them at the right moment.” 
The third category, declared the “ Leader,’ was composed of Jews 
who had no decided political opinions, but were merely filled with 
fear lest the N.S.B. should “ become” anti-Jewish. Me then pro- 
ceeded to criticise the Government's participation in the recent 
three-hundredth anniversary celebrations of the Amsterdam Jewish 
Community. 

In point of fact, the Party, long before Ministers had publicly 
manifested an interest in the development of Dutch Jewry, had 
created and propagated an anti-Jewish cult basing its programme 
on the German model, and by its continual slander of leading Dutch 
Jews, had worked for the elimination of Jews from public life. 
There is now no doubt that the whole of the Nazi organisation is

‘rotherhood Day,” devoted to the cause of goodwill between 
Christians and Jews, was celebrated throughout the United States 
this week, under the auspices of the National Conference of Jews 
and Christians.

York, President Roosevelt appealed to citizens of all religious creeds 
to unite in the world-wide fight of belief against unbelief.

Soviet Leader Visits Biro-Bidjan 
The “ Autonomous Jewish Region's” Progress 

M. Lazar Kaganowitch, Soviet Commissar for Transport, during 
a tour of the Far East, paid a visit to Biro-Bidjan last week. and 
was enthusiastically received by the entire population. M. Kagano. 
witch made a thorough survey of the progress in all branches of the 
work of establishing the Jewish autonomous region, and devoted 
special attention to the problem of housing accommodation for the 
settlers. 

Meanwhile, considerable progress recorded in the work of 
building up the Region. It was stated at the fourth plenary session 
of the Council of the Ozet (Society for the Settlement of Jews in the 
Soviet Union), last week in Moscow, in the presence of over sevent\ 
delegates from the Ukraine, White Russia, the Jewish Autonomous 
Region and the Jewish Regions in the Ukraine and the Crimea, that 
over 77,000,000 roubles were to be invested during the current year. 
It was the task of the local authorities to make the settlement of 
the 10,000 new Jewish settlers who are expected this vear a 
complete success. 

A delegate from the Autonomous Region declared that- 8,00) 
people had been successfully settled during the past year. The city 
of Biro-Bidjan is stated to have a population of between twelve and 
thirteen thousand. 

M. Chutzkayev, President of the Comzet (Government Conimis- 
sion for Jewish Settlement) informed the delegates that the goal of 
his organisation was the transformation of the Autonomous Region 
into a Republic, and announced that Jewish workers from abroad 
were to be settled in the Region for the first time in its history. 

A Committee of forty-one prominent Jewish and Russian writers and 
artists has been formed to celebrate the hundredth anniversary of the 


birth of the father of Yiddish literature, Mendele Mocher Seforim. The 
Honorary President of the Committee is Maxim Gorky.

The Burial of Geniza Fragments 
—— 


Survival of a Strange Ceremony 
[From our 


The Jewish quarter of the little Macedonian town of Verria 
was recently the scene of a curious ceremony of seemingly remote 
Origin, the annual burial of the Geniza fragments. Every year, 
early on the day appointed, the leaders of the Synagogue meet 
at the house of the Warden, where sacks have been left containing 
fragments of old prayer-books, torn leaves and all sacred objects 
no longer used, collected the previous evening by one member of 
the Community during a house-to-house search. At about eleven 
o'clock, prayers are recited and a procession forms up, com- 
posed of the 200 Jewish inhabitants. First come two women 
beating tambourines and chanting prayers, then the sacks contain- 
ing the fragments, and then the Ministers and the Congregation. The 
procession sets off through the Jewish quarter on its way to the 
Jewish cemetery, where a special place is reserved for the fragments. 

After the “ burial” ceremony, a visit is paid to the tombs. The 
Chazan stops before amonument known as the “ piedra amanéssida” 
(miraculous tomb), where the memorial prayer for a Rabbi buried 
there is read. The story goes that on this spot was once found a 
Small Sefer Torah, which is still piously preserved in the local 
Synagogue. The procession finally visits the tombs of celebrated 
Verria Rabbis, and ends the day with a feast in the Warden’s home.

Boycotting German Goods 

Indian Reply to Hitler's Insults

Considerable resentment has been aroused in Indian Nationalist 
circles by derogatory references to Indians by Hitler ina recent 
speech delivered in Munich.

New Refugees Commissioner's First Steps 


It is.officially announced that the London office of the former 
lligh Commissioner for Refugees from Germany, Mr. James G, 
McDonald, has been closed. 

The new High Commissioner, Major General Sir Neill Malcolm, 
in a statement to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, declares that he 
‘will be concerned with the political and juridical aspects of the 
problem of the refugees and not with relief or settlement. There is 
a clear division,” he said, “ between the work which the League is 
going to do and that which the late High Commissioner was doing.” 

Sir Neill’s first step will be in connection with the inter- 
Governmental conference decided on by the Council of the League 
of Nations which is to consider the legal aspect of the refugee 
problem. 

| Nansen Office Problems 

In an interview with the Press last week, M. Hansson, the newly- 
appointed President of the Governing Body of the Nansen Office for 
Refugees, expressed his doubts as to the likelihood of the European 
refugee problem being settled by the time the Nansen Office would 
be wound up in 1938. “ The refugee problem,” he said, “ will grow 
worse rather than better.’ After 1938 there would still remain 
hundreds of thousands of homeless and penniless refugees consti- 
tuting both a danger and a moral responsibility for the various 
States of Europe. The problem was far beyond the reach of private 
charity or help from private organisations. 

M. Hansson particularly insisted on the need for ratification of 
the convention of October, 1933, by which the refugees would be 
given an international status, thus removing one of the most 
distressing features of the problem, the constant expulsions from 
one country to another,

Challenging Legal Examiners 
A CURIOUS CASE IN PALESTINE 
[From our Correspondent —JerusaLem 


What is no doubt a precedent in examination procedure was the 
theme of an application for an Order Nisi in the Supreme Court of 
Palestine, which was granted for return, when a foreign lawyer, 
Dr. Jacob Kost, challenged the validity of 
“ ploughing ” him as a candidate for the local Bar. 

People with foreign law degrees must pass the Foreign 
Advocates’ Examination in order to qualify for practice in Palestine. 
In April and May of last year, there were eighty-four such candidates 
who failed, and it was contended by these lawyers, who had 
previcusly passed examinations of a high standard abroad, that the 
Palestine examination rules were unnecessarily high and that the 
action of the examiners was arbitrary. 

It was further argued that a semi-administrative element had 
crept into the procedure, and that the desire to limit the number 
of advocates applying for local practice had more to do with the 
ploughings”’ than insistence upon professional qualitication. It 
was inferred that the examiners had taken advantage of the 
technicalities of the position to carry out this administrative 
intention,

in previous Foreign Advocates’ Examinations candidates were 
required to obtain an average mark of 65 with a permissible 
minimum of 49 in any subject, except the Mejelle” (Ottoman Law’. 
in which the permissible minimum was 50. Had that standard 
been applied, he-contends, in the examination for which he sat, he 
would bave passed. In raising the standard, the Legal Board 
had acted arbitrarily, and, 

had been prompted by motives which they were not entitled to take 
into consideration inasmuch as they did not relate tothe knowledge or 
qualification of candidates, including himself, but to other considerations, 
such as the desirability of limiting the number of advocates who should 
be granted licences to practise in any one year.” 

Moreover, he alleged that the Legal Board had wrongfully 
required him to answer questions on draft Bills, thus violating 
rules made in 1926 that the subject matter of the examination 
should be the law and procedure of Palestine. 

The Order Nist was, however, not granted upon the petition 
showing that the Board acted beyond its discretion in varying the 
standard of marks awarded. But the Board was required to show 
cause whether a syllabus including a draft bill was in conformity 
with the 1926 regulations. The draft bill (Bankruptcy Law) was 
actually withdrawn on January 20th of this vear. 

Local lawyers have been awaiting the outcome of the dispute 
with great interest, as obvious!y a fundamental principle is involved 


in the case. At present there are something like 500 lawyers in 


Palestine licensed to practise, of whom about a third have entered 
the country in the past three years.

Dr, Hertz spoke of the vital part the Mizrachi had played in the 
evelopment of the Yishuv and said that by peaceful means and by 
endly pe: suasion they must in uce free settlements and colonies to 
tablish Shochetim and hold religious services in their midst. The 
ding principle of the Mizrachi was to work within Zionism, not to 
tack it, 

Rabbi Dr. I. Herzog, of Dublin, said it was no easy task to appeal on 
shalt of the M zrachi, for they must at the same time take the utmost 
re not to attack Zionism.

Major Procter and Jewrys Problems 
ENTIRELY DISAGREES WITH LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 
[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER ] 


Major H. A. Procter, M.P. for Accrington, addressed a meeting 
on Sun ay at the Midland Hotel, Manchester, on “The Jewish 
Strugg'e for Freedom.” Mr. Alex S. Jacobs presided. The meeting 
was organised by the Ziouist Central Council. 

Major Procter said that in G rmany to-day Jews were being 
driven like the scapegoat into the wilderness, bearing upon their 
backs the blame for all the sins of Gerinan Junkerism before the 
War and forall the sins of the Nazis afterthe War. Yet it was already 
apparent that by her expulsion of the Jews, Germany had 
committed suicide, by blowing out ber own brains.” 

Major Procter spoke of Jewish work in Paiestine, which he had 
seen for himself. While he was impressed with the towns, he was 
even more impressed by the Jewish colonists on the land, many of 
whom had been prolessional people and had turned to the basic 
work of building up Palestine. He stressed the importance of 
settlement on the land by the Jews, and, mentioning the British 
“ioverument’s recent policy in this matter, he said he entirely dis- 
agreed with it, and was doing his utmost to get this policy changed 
in Parliament. 


American Mizrachi Conference 


The twenty-fifth Convention of the American Mizrachi closed 
last week with the election of Rabbi Berlin as Hon. President, 
and Mr. L. Gelman as President. The resolutions included a decision 
to establish a colony in Palestine where America orthodox labourers 
aud members of the middle classes can be settled. 

The Women’s Mizrachi voted a sum of 50,000 dollars to support 
trade and religious schools in Palestine.

of opening on Saturday or forgoing what is in many cases an essential 
part of his livelihood. This is consequently a question with which the 
Synagogue is immediately and directly concerned. 

There seems to be no reason why, in each district where Jews in 
particular engage in seven day trading, the local Synagogue should 
not take steps to persuade these persons to change their business hours. 
In the case of those residing. in other districts than their places of 
business, the lesson might usefully be brought home by similar action 
taken by the Synagogue in that district as well. If persuasion fails, there 
are other steps. I proposed to the Board of Deputies that a Committee 
should be set up to advise the Synagogues on this particular line of 
approach, but any enthusiasm which the Executive may have felt for 
so revolutionary a proposal escaped me, although for a long time past the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee has, with a patience which I find 
hardly commendable, stressed the harm which seven day trading does 
to the Community. The Synagogues had, therefore, better not rely too 
much on active assistance from that quarter. 

_ . Even apart from the question of legislation, the existence of 
individual seven day traders provides the anti-Semite with a weapon 
against the Community as a whole, which the Community can only repel 
by showing that it is taking active steps to deal with them. With the 
definite threat to Sabbath observanée, however, which this practice 
involves, no further excuse remains for delay.

Homes for Aged, Needy and Incurable Jews 


ANNUAL MEETING 
[From our Correspondent] 


Vigorous discussion on the place of the younger generation in the 
conduct of communal institutions gave added interest to the Annual 
Meeting of the Subscribers and Governors of the Homes on Sunday. 
Mr. Lawrence Kostoris, the President, was in the Chair. The method 
of nominating members of the Board of Management was challenged 
hy two or three subscribers as not pro\ iding scope for the intre duction 
of younger people, who, it was said, were anxious to serve in this and 
other communal capacities. Mr. Kostoris said that great difficulty 
was experienced In getting people to make nomunations or to stand for 
tlice, in spite of the complaints of the younger people; for twenty- 
tureo places on the Board, they had had forty-one nomunations-— of 
whom fourteen had refused to stand. : 

Mr. Kostoris presented the thirty-eighth Annual Report. For 
the first time in the history of the Institution, he said. they could 
say that every bed had been occupied continuously throughout the 
vear; at the present moment they had a waiting list. While seventy 
anates was their ordinary capacity, they now had _ seventy-five. 
During the year, twenty-six new cases, twenty-three of them 
neurables, were admitted, only three being for the old-age section. 
food and shelter for three days had been provided for 408 people 
uring the year, besides the permanent residents, and at Passover 
in additional fifty homeless people had been entertained. Mr. 
Kostoris mentioned that the Board were seriously considering the 
question of reconstructing the old-age section of the buildings, which 
equired modernisation. The cost per head of patients at the Homes 
vas about 35s. per week. The whole of the income, except for £20 
from the Lord Mayor, Clarke and Marshall's Charities, came from 
Jewish subscribers. Mr. Kostoris coneluded with tributes to three 
“veterans,” Messrs. Ephraim Marks, Levy Davis and Henry Cohen, 
nd the Secretary, Mr. J. Ribatzkie. 

Mr. Levy Davis paid a tribute to the Ladies’ Committee. 

The accounts were presented by Mr. Jack Meek, the Treasurer. 
the net income, he said, was £5,943, and the expenditure £6,881. The 
ability to the bank stood at £2,518, an increase over last year of 
‘040. A decrease in subscriptions of £100 compared with the previous 
car was noted, and Mr. Meek remarked that there was room: for 
expansion of their lists when one considered that, out of about 35,000 
people, only 1,800 gave annual subscriptions and 400 weekly sub- 
riptions. On the Building Fund, they had reduced the hability from 
‘3.852 to £2,802. Mr. Nathan Marks seconded the adoption of the 
ecounts, 

Councillor Mrs. Nathan Laski proposed a vote of thanks to the 
llon. Medical Staff, mentioning particularly Drs. B. Huirson and R. 
Green, and Miss C. R. Crowther, Hon. Masseuse. Votes of thanks 
were also accorded to the following: the Hon. Solicitors, Messrs. H. 
linklestone and I. Sandler; the Hon. Accountant, Mr. Ernest Royce ; 
the Beth Din and Clergy ; the Matron, Miss H. R. Bernstein; the Secre- 
tary, Mr. J. Ribatzkie; and the Ladies’ Committee. The Chairman 
thanked the various staffs (nursing and administrative); the Hon. 
Secretary, Mr. M. Feinmann; Mr. J. Rapaport; and the Jewish Press, 
particularly, he said, Tue JewisH Caronicie, for their help. A vote 
of thanks to the Chairman was proposed by Councillor L. M. Lever.

INDISPENSABLE FACTOR IN THE COMMUNITY 

The General Meeting of subscribers to the Yeshiva was held last 
week. Mr. I. Libbert, the President, in submitting the report, said 
that the Yeshiva was becoming more recognised as an indispensable 
factor in the life of the Community. The educational side was all 
that could be wished, and the Rabbis who had visited the Yeshiva 
had praised its work. Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Director ot Jewish 
Edueation, had examined the Shiurim in Tanach, Dikduk and History, 
and in his favourable réport he had congratulated Rabbi I. Golditch, 
the teacher of those subjects, on the progress made. The report 
presented covered the years 1931 to 1934 inclusive. It was explained 
that shortage of funds had prevented its regular appearance, _ 

Mr. S. Silverstone, Chairman of the Education Committee, 
presented the Educational Report, and paid a tribute to the Principal 
and teaching staff. Mr. H. Reich, the retiring Treasurer, presented 
the aeeounts. There was little cause for pessimism, he said, but 

reater efforts were necessary to make the Yeshiva flourish. In spite 

of a special appeal in 1934, which realised £247, the income for that 
vear was a little below the four years’ average. The bank overdratt 
it December 31st, 1934, was £250. 

Thanks were accorded to the Committee of the “Lena Mason” 
Memorial Fund, the Ladies’ Committee, the retiring officers, to Dr. 
Bernard Hirson (the Hon. Medical Officer), to Mr. H. Vogel (the Hon. 
Auditor), to Mr. Laurence Marks (Hon. Solicitor), to THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE and the local Press for their publication of reports, and 
to many others for their services. It was suggested that more boxes 
should be placed in private houses, and Messrs. M. Bloom, S. Rosen- 
herg, I. Libbert, J. Smith, M. Jaffe, A. Cohen and J. Franks offered 
their help in paying for and placing some 200 new boxes. The election 
resulted as follows :

Last week, two Jewish boys were fined by the Salford Stipendiary 
Magistrate (Mr, Percy Macbeth) for doing damage to the electric wiring of 
a house in course Of erection, They were described as sons of well-to-do 
parents and belonging to a well-known school, ‘* We know that Jewish 
people as a rule,” said Mr. Macbeth, ‘‘take very great care of their 
children and don't like them to get out of hand. This is the first time I 
have ever had a Jewish boy before me for doing wilful damage.” 

The seventeenth Annual Meeting of the Ladies’ Distress Society was 
held at the Half-Way Bridge Club, Bury Old Road, Mrs. Angel, the 
President, said that in spite of great difficulties encountered, the Society 
had relieved the usual number of deserving cases and numerous 
emergency cases. Regret was expressed at the resignation of Mrs. S&S. 
Lieberman from the Vice-Presidency of the Society after many years’ 
service. Thanks were accorded to the Committee, Mr. Ingleby, Hon. 
Auditor ; Mr, Levitt, Collector: and the Young Peoples’ Committee, The 
Accounts to October 31st, 1935, showed subscriptions and donations £498, 
The distributions from January 1934 to October, 1935, totalled £639. Tho 
following were elected: Mesdames M. Angel, President; L. Kremner, 
Vice-President ; E. Becker, Treasurer ; T. Light, Hon. Secretary ; Miss B 
Ghiichik, Assistant Secretary > and a Committee.

at the Clarendon Hotel.

Unfortunately, Lord Melchett and Mr. Wedgwood 
could not attend, but Lord Melchett sent an intere ting statement, 
which was read by the Presi ‘ent of the Society, Mr. Sam Sebba. 

After expressing his apologies for absence at the last moment,

his Lordship said: “The Jewish question has frequently loomed .- 


large In liistory, over o period of many thousands of years. Never 


has it been of greater importance than to-day. The idea commonly 
held that the oppression and persecution of the Jews in Giermany isa 
domestic question for Germany alone, will, | believe, soon prove to be 
false. The repercussions of this medieval reactionare,in my judgment, 
likely to grow to such an extent that it will become a problem whiel 
civilised Europe will be unable to ignore in its own interests. The 
great basic difficulties of the Jewish ponulations of Eastern Europe, 
which are founded on the economic changes that have taken place 
in pre-War years, are problems which in time will equally demand 
attention and solution. To us Jews throughout the world. and 
above all British Jews, these questions present a duty towards 
humanity itself, which we cannot afford to ignore. The one bright 
star in this stormy firmament is Palestine: Here and here alone is 
it possible to conceive some logical and practical solution of the 
difficulties with which we are confronted. The transference of 
some 3,000,000 members of the Jewish population of Europe to the 
Near East, the creation of a new country, on both sides of the 
Jordan, which should in time be able to take its place as a new 
self-governing unit within the wide and generous ambit of the 
British Empire, is an objective to which we can #ll bonestly and 
sincerely direct our efforts. Surely those of us who are to-day 
young and vigorous should be proud to have been born in such an 
age: proud to have such a greattask to perform, and to realise that 
upon us a great destiny has fallen.” 

The President, Mr. Sel:ba, proposed the toast of The Guests.” 

Professor 8S. Brodetsky delivered an address, in the course of 
which he said he was glad to know that the Oxford Jewish 
Community had risen in numbers, in wisdom and in strength. 
That evening's function was one in which were co-mingled 
two fundamental principles of life-—the academic and the civic. They 
were, indeed, happy in this country to be able to take their 
share in the life of the nation of which they formed a part, particu- 
larly in the academic aspect of this lie. ‘The Jewish conception of 
learning was not that of the professional. It was that of the citizen 
who was educated. The Jewish ideal was not that of a person who 
studied in order that his studies might afterwards be the means of 
finding him a place in society. The Jewish ideal was that of 
the student who studied so that he might, as a citizen, enjoy the 
delights of study and, perhaps, pass on these delights to others. 
The Jewish ideal of the scholar was the blacksmith or the shoe. 
maker who was the scholarly leader of his people in his spare time, 
and he was glad that they lived in an age in which the younger 
generation of Jews had taken up this question, perhaps uncon- 
sciously, and had given them in Palestine a new picture of Jewish 
civilisation—a civilisation in which manual labour had become 
almost a religion, but a religion compatible with the other religior, 
namely, the religion of learning. “May I say,” declared Professor 
Brodetsky, “in echoing the letter which has been read from Lord 
Melchett, that I see no reason whatever why, in this new King’s reign, 
we shall not see the realisation of this ideal in its completeness, 
and the Jewish nation really established in Palestine in such a way 
as to make Palestine a Jewish land and to make the Jewish people 
a Palestinian people.”

Jewish youth of this country—-the home of most. modern sports-—-should, by 
virtue of its position, be in the forefront of Maccabi sportsmanship. Make 
it your aim that at the next Maccabiah, when matched against Maccabim ot 
other countries, British Maccabi leads. The future of the Jewish people is 
now universally identified with that of Palestine as a National Home. It is 
a Maccabi duty to work for the acknowledged Jewish national imstitutions, 
and to assist them in their efforts for the development of Eretz Yisrael. You 
are the heir to a great cultural treasure—Jewish History, Literature, Art and 
Music. Study them, in order to acquire a true insight into the traditions and 
ideals of our people. Hebrew, no longer a dead language, is now the mediun: 
of the Jewish national revival—the language of economic and cultural 
progress. Learn it and participate actively in that progress. Maccabi is a 
training ground for leadership. You may be the next to take up the rems. 
Begin by following your leader, and refrain from criticism that is not con- 
structive. Your privileges and duties as a Maccabi do not end with your 
accomplishments in the game.

A Promising Amateur 


At the age of sixteen, Barney Landau, a member of the Oxford and 
St. George’s Boys’ Club, is making his presence felt in amateur boxing 
circles.

NORTH-WEST LONDON ANNUAL HAGIGAH 


The performance given on Sunday afternoon at the Forresters’ Hall, 
Nulburn, before a crowded audience, by the North-West London Gedudim 
of Habonun, was a triumph not only for the talented bonim and bonoth, 
hut for their enthusiastic instructors (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative). The performance was entitled ‘‘Pageant of the Trees,”’ and 
in every episode portrayed on the stage there was evidence of real joy 
on the part of the Gedudim, and no mean skill. Special features were 
the dancing and the concluding singing of Hebrew melodies by all the 
children. ‘The Gedudium taking part im the performance were those 
attached to the following Synagogues: Deborah and Hebron (Crickle- 
wood); Nahalal and Kehovoth (Golders Green); Kinnereth (Dollis Hhll);

General Mortgage Bank of Palestine 


DIVIDEND OF 7 PER CENT. 
A YEAR OF CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS 


The fourteenth Annual General Meeting of the General Mortwage Bank 
of Palestine, Limited, was held on February 9th, in the Bank's offices at 
Tel-Aviv. 

Mr. S. Hoofien (the Chairman) said that the vear under review had been 
one of considerable progress and had yielded satisfactory results. Immigra- 
tion during the year had reached the record figure of 60,000, All those 
immigrants had to be housed, and the capital imported by many of them 
went a very long way towards providing the necessary housing. As a matter 
of fact, house building and the granting of mortgage loans for the purpose 
had become one of the favourite forms of capital investment. Loans trom 
the Mortgage Bank were required only to complement this capital supply, 
but such as it was, this demand for loans had enabled the Bank to increase 
the number of their loans during the vear in a very fair measure. The 
number of loans had now reached 2,270, and their aggregate amount appeared 
in the Balance-sheet at £P1,903,648. 

REGULAR PAYMENT OF INSTALMENTS 

Most of the loans were granted for periods varying between twelve and 
eighteen years, and no loan was for any shorter period than five vears. All 
the loans were repayable in quarterly instalments, and members would be 
vlad to hear that those instalments were coming in with the utmost regularity. 
During the year, not a single foreclosure had proved necessary, and the 
arrears outstanding on December 3ist, 1935, amounted to not more than 
4552 (or less than one-half per mille). 

The rate of interest chargeable to debtors had been reduced following 
& successful conversion operation in the beginning of the year. 

During the last few months of the year, building operations had slowed 
down, as private capital had become rather more cautious in consequence 
of the present position in the Mediterranean; but even so the demand for 
lirst-class mortgage loans was scarcely less than before, and the Directors 
were of the opinion that there remained room for a further extension of the 
vusiness on satisfactory lines. 

CONSERVATIVE LENDING POLICY 

The Bank's lending policy, as members knew, was a most conservative 
one; and as in estimating the value of the mortgaged property the value 
ol the building site was entirely left out of account, the Bank was in no 
Way concerned with or affected by the ups and downs of the land market. 
Moreover, the fact that loans were repayable in easy instalments constituted 
* further safeguard which, as was proved by the virtual absence of any 
arrears, had proved most effective. 

During the year under review, the authorised capital had been brought 
up to £1,000,000 and the subscribed and fully paid-up capital to £350,000, 

The Directors proposed the payment of dividends of 7 per cent, on the 
ordinary shares and 64 per cent. on the 6 per cent. Cumulative Preference 
shares, the same as last year. It would be their policy in future to declare 
an interim dividend on ‘the ordinary shares payable on September Ist, 
together with the usual interim dividend on the Preference shares, and they 
were reasonably confident that there would be no difficulty in maintaiming 
the present rates of dividend.

MUNICIPAL COMPETITION 

There mr eeveral reasons tor the reduced sales of “us 
Say lent cash receipts, but there i httle doubt that durinw the last two Vears 
we lost more, for other reasons than those orimiuating in changes in weather 
and social habits. bhere are three mun electricity undertakings supply 
me current within. the Companys area, and they are all obtaimming more 
customers and, theretore, a larger output As they, too, are not permitted 
io supply outside ther boundaries, so it is clear that such additional output 
must, verv largely, be by the displacement of cas. 

\s compared with other vas undertakinus, we have no virgin soil to 


exploit ; and, while it is true that proportionate ly there 1s more slum clearance 
and building of working-class tenements im East London than in perhaps 
other parts ol London, it 1s not possible, owing to the unfair restrictions 
put in our way regarding the gas liyhting of the new buildings, to secure the 
amount of business which we formerly had from tenants of the houses 
demolished. This municipal competition is a serious menace to us and, but 
for the increase in the industrial sales, our losses would have been much 
creater. 

Another factor which accounts for the reduction in the gas sales, 1s 
the areater efficiency of the modern vas cooker and fire, but this is a loss 
which the Company is quite willing to sustaim. 

Other sources of business have not been nmewlected during activities with 
cooker exchanges, and during the vear large nambers of additional appliances 
such as fires, radiators, water heaters and coppers were suppled at rental 
or sold outrivht, as well as numerous other industrial appliances. 


PREPAYMENT METER CHARGES 

Betore dealing with t he Accounts, there is one matter to w bite hi ] should 
like to refer, and which involves an important change of policy. As you know, 
we have a very large number of what are known as Prepayment Meter 
Installations. ‘The Company, at its own expense, lays the service, pipes the 
dwellings and supplies prepayment meter, fittings and appliances as required. 
(ias is charged at the current rate, and by Statute we are also permitted to 
charge up to an additional 3d. per therm for the cost and maintenance of 
the installation. 

Until June of last ‘vear, the additional charge has been 2d. per therm, but 
it had been quite clear for many years previously that thousands of these 
consumers had not been using gas in a sufficient quantity to meet the 
additional cost of supplying gas through such meters. In June last, It was 
decided to alter the method of charge, and at the same time make the 
additional or accommodation charge 3d. per therm, but only ou Me first 
niteen fherma consumed cach collectton period of SIX weeks, no charue 
‘at all bevond the standard vas rate being made on quantities taken lth @XCCSS 
of the fifteen therms used in such period. 

I might mention that no actual monetary benefit has accrued to the 
Company consequent on the change, as the “smaller” user, up to the present 
at least, has apparently economised still further in his gas, but fairer treat- 
ment has been accorded to the larger user, who, we must hope, will now 
be able to supply his wants more freely. 

REVENUE ACCOUNT 

Turning to the revenue account, it will be seen that the sale of gas 
brought in the sum ot £539,623. This is £21,580 less than the previous 
vear: the difference represents more than the 2.93 per cent. reduction m 
vas sales, the excess over the measured quantity being due to discount on the 
increased consumption at lower prices of several! of the more important users. 

Rentals are slightly more, but residuals, at £174,444, brought in £9,898 
less, the reduction being due to lower prices realised for tar and, to a smaller 
extent, by reduction in the make, particularly of coke. 7 

The total expenditure was down by £40,782, and the gross profit up by 
£11,054. The dividend at the reduced rate, plus debenture and other interest, 
amounts to the sum of £129,916, leaving a deficit on the year of the £4,306 

‘evious rentioned. 
Thiele the first time since the introduction of the original Profit Sharing 
Scheme in June, 1901, that no bonus has been available for distribution. I 
trust the profits for the current year will justily the resumption of a dividend 
addition to the shareholders’ interest and of a bonus addition to the 
employees’ salaries. 
THE OUTLOOK 

With regard to the future, I cannot, of course, guarantee there W ill be 
no further reduction in our sales and profits, but 1 do believe that, given a 
continuance of existing trade conditions, we shall have more satisfactory 
accounts to present you with a year hence, although we have not yet provided 
for the increase in the cost of coal of 1s. per ton, to which we have acquiesced 
as our contribution to the agreed addition to the coal miners’ wages, and 
amounting to nearly £12,000.

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Leon M. Lion to Present Ibsen 


Famous Jewish Actor's Project 


Special Interview for “ The Jewish Chronicle” 


That section of London's intelligent playgoers that is always com- 
piaining of the neglect of Ibsen ought to rejoice mightily at the prospect 
of a six weeks’ Ibsen season, which Mr. Leon M, Lion, in collaboration 
with the Arts Theatre of Cambridge, is 
presenting on Monday at the Criterion 
Theatre. The productions have had 
afortnight’s pre-run at the newly built 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. 


Mr. Lion (writes a JrWISH 
CHRONICLE representative), who is 
proudly claimed by Anglo-Jewry 
among its distinguished sons, is one of 
those rare men of achievement who 
is not only brilliant in his own profes- 
sion but has the inestimable gift of 
being able to divert that brilliance 
into conversation—so that atalk with 
him is a rare and memorable delight. 
Of course, we discussed principally 
the forthcoming season, the work 
entailed in which would be enough 
to preclude with most men all other 
topics of thought. Mr. Lion, how- 
ever, has a quality of mind seldom 
found with present-day theatrical 
leaders, perhaps best described as 
serene comprehensiveness—an artist's complete grasp of his problem 
combined with the philosopher’s sense of balance which keeps him 
always over and not under his task. 

Thus, while quietly explaining all the complicated arrangements 
involved in the Ibsen season; he could every now and then turn to 
cognate subjects of general interest. With provocative freshness he 
discussed such topics as the status of woman in Jewry at different 
periods of Jewish history, the unique Jewish ideology thus revealed, 
the strange conflict between legalism and prophetism in the_ history of 
Jewish ethics, and its unsuspected reflection in what has come to be 
called Ibsenism., 

it is Mr. Lion’s intention to make this a season of Ibsen’s feminist 
plays, taking the four, “Doll's House,” Rosmersholm,” “ Heddet 
Gabler” and ** Master Builder,” as comprising the fullest account of the 
great playwright's feminist evangel. For the convenience of play goers 
he is going to put on two during the first week, two during the second, 
and then to follow with a daily sequence. 


Ibsen and the Bible 


‘ Ibsen,” said Mr, Lion, “was in many ways a puzzling contradiction. 
In his day he was regarded as the arch-enemy of what is carelessly 
termed Pharisaism, and this was wrongly regarded as denunciation of 
Biblical values. We can see now the narrowness of this view of his 
attitude; for, in his basic morality, his flerce hatred of tyranny, injustice 
and hypocrisy he was in direct line with the finest moral sentiments of 
the Hebrew prophets—yes, even to their vehement hostility to the golden 
calf cult,” Mr. Lion added slyly. 

In the course of our conversation I had occasion to remark on Mr. 
Lion's surprising knowledge of what we call “ Judischkeit.” He told me 
that his childhood was spent in an atmosphere of rigid orthodoxy, and 
although the never-ceasing demands of his profession had kept him from 
active participation in Jewish practice and communal life, those years of 
early schooling were still vivid in his mind. His brother, Mr. Harold 
Lion, it will be recalled, is one of the most valued workers for the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade. 

Returning to the subject of the Ibsen season, Mr. Lion told me 
that as this is to be a festival of feminism, he decided to entrust the 
detailed stage producing to members of that sex. Irene Hentschel and 
Michael Orme (Mrs. Alice Grein, widow of beloved Jack Grein, for 
many years President of the Jewish Drama League) will be respon- 
sible for the productions and amongst the distinguished cast will 
be Lydia Lopokova, D. A, Clarke-Smith, Jean Forbes-Robertson, 
Esmé. Church, John Laurie, Wilfrid Grantham and Walter Piers. 
There was one thing that Mr. Lion conveyed which came as a 
disappointment. He is not himself taking an acting part in any

of the plays. The fact is he is busily engaged in filming at present .~ 


and he quite rightly holds that an actor cannot do justice to a 
performance after a tiring day beneath the studio lights. Mr. Lion 
qualified the words with *‘ at my time of life”—which sounded somehow 
quaint from a person who seems at the very apex of life’s vigour. Yet, 
as he reminded me, it is over forty years since he began his acting career 
and thirty-five since the production of his first play. Unanswerable 
facts—all the same theatre-lovers may be excused for feeling a trifle 


jealous of the films and hoping that Mr. Lion will soon return to the form 
of art in which he has won world-wide renown.

The Genius of H. G. Wells 
NEW VISTA OPENED FOR THE SCREEN 
‘THINGS TO COME’’—Leicester Square Theatre Certificate) 


Perhaps the greatest tribute a critic can pay to what is 
undoubtedly one of the great events of screen history is to say that 
the writing of the criticism demanded more careful thought than 
anything which has gone before. The gemus of the H. G. Wells of 
literature was undoubted, but what is almost incredible is that he 
should be able, at his first attempt in writing for the screen, not only 
to master the technique of the camera, but to break half the rules 
considered inviolable in screen entertainment. That means that he 
has opened up a tremendous vista—the world of prophetic thought 
for men of his calibre in the entertainment of the millions. 

The film, produced by Alexander Korda, 1s completely gripping 
throughout, despite the fact that tt is heavy and almost hamourless—one 
brilliant moment of satire uw excepted. It visualises a world wherein 
people do not laugh: at work they are robots and, unfortunately, we 
are not shown them at plav. The problems of physical necessities have 
been solved, there is no eating or drinking, or any sign of the appur- 
tenances connected therewith; pmnted publications of all kinds have 
disappeared; knowledge is widespread; freedom of speech and of thought 
are the fundamentals of this world; the one thing left unsatisfied is 
man’s adventurous sprit. 

Mr. Wells believes in himself, he believes in the nghtness of the 
scientific outlook as firmly as do any of the dictators, whom he so 
shattenngly belabours, beleve in themselves. His new world ts ruled by 
a sort of hereditary dictatorship of science. One is left at the end still 
wondering who ts mght, for ts not happiness the pursuit of mankind’? 
Perhaps Democracy, robbed of demagogy, will give us a better, happier 
world than that of Mr. Wells, devord of humour and rapidly losing love. 

Despite the magmificence of the film, the almost universal excellence 
of its casting, the superb sets and marvellous machinery, one feels that 
perhaps the director, Wilham Cameron Menzies, has not given us a fair 
picture of Mr. Wells’ senpt. Most of the bniliances were contained 
therein, including the tremendously forceful moment when a_ building 
designated “‘Cinema’’ in enormous lettering 1s the first to be destroyed 
in an air rand. That shot will stnke home m every cinema where it ts 
shown. Mr. Menzies, however, must be given credit for adding point 
to the satincal shot previously mentioned, by his camera angle; again 
millions will recall pictures in the newspapers just hike that. His handling 
of the crowd sequences 1s better than anything one can recall in British 
films. 

Most of the acting ts excellent: Raymond Massey being exactly right 
for the man of science; and Edward Chapman will look back with pride 
on his work as Passworthy. Ralph Richardson, as the Boss, is superb, 
blending stupidity and ignorance with a sort of decadent vitality. Cedric 
Hardwicke and Margaretta Scott, the former as the reactionary artist 
and the latter as the reactionary ‘lover, are both good, but Maurice 
Braddell lacked the conviction necessary for Dr. Harding. 

So gripping was the film that one had little attention to spare for 
the music of Arthur Bliss, but it definitely gave atmosphere, colour and 
frequently pointed the climaxes as the best film music should, Georges 
Perninel deserves a word of praise for his fine photography of this 
momentous film. 


“BONNE CHANCE’’—Curzon (‘‘'U" Certificate) 


In his first film, Sacha Guitry has contrived a typically French 
entertainment; hght, yet satisfying, and perfectly served. There is 
not a heavy moment throughout its length, and M. Guitry must be 
complimented upon having achieved such a real understanding of the 
requirements of the cinema. 

The story really doesn’t matter so long as one knows M. Guitry 
is in love with Jacqueline Delubac. who is engaged to someone else. 
A huge lottery prize plays its part; and although the denouement is 
patent to the audience long before it is reached, there is the maximum 
of delicate fun in witnessing the tortures of M. Guitry. There is, 
as is usual in the best French pictures, splendid small part acting, 
most notable being Paul Dulac and Rivers Cadet. 
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NIGHT AT THE OPERA'’—Empire (‘'U"’ Certificate)

THe 


If anybody allows himself to be lured 
by his company to violate a religious precept, 


it is customary to hken him to “Schorche 
Mannhems Hund” (George of Mannheim’s 
dog). The reference is to an animal trainer 


who had accustomed his dog not to touch a 
piece of meat if he was told that it was T'refa. 
But directly the dog was given to understand 
that the meat was Aasher, he would gobble it 
up. One day, another dog came on the scene 
while he was performing his trick and, as 
usual, was ignoring meat described at Trefa. 
The other dog, of course. knew nothing of the 
cistinctron and seized the meat, whereupon 
the tramed dog, forgetting all he had been 
taught, also set to and ate his share. 


THe DrRUuMMER 

There is a curmous Yiddish saving which 
means “Baptise yourself and become a 
drummer.” In the olden days of the Ghetto, it 
was customary at*mghtfall for a drum to be 
beaten at the gate of the Ghetto as a signal 
for Jews to return to their quarters and non- 
Jews to leave the Ghetto. The gates were then 
closed and no one was allowed to leave or 
enter until they were opened again the next 
morning. They were also kept closed through- 
out a festival. Once a Jew became converted 
and he was allotted the task of beating the 
drum at the Ghetto gates, a job which’ was 
restricted to Gentiles. So if anyone speaks 
slightingly of Judaism or Jewish institutions, 
he is told to “get baptised and become a 
drummer.” 


Tue SABBATH OF SABBATHS 


“He only keeps the Sabbath of Sabbaths” is 
applied to anyone whose religious observance 
is not from inner conviction, but for show, one 
whose breaches of ritual practice cannot be 
concealed. The saying relates to the explana- 
tion given by a Pole of why Yom Kippur is 
called Naw—the Sabbath of Sabbaths. 
“If on another fast day,” he said, “I drink a 
drop of brandy. I smoke a pipe of tobacco 
afterwards, and no one can smell that I have 
taken brandy, If on Sabbath I secretly smoke 
a pipe, I drmk a glass of brandy afterwards, 
and no one can smell that I have been 
smoking. But on Yom Kippur, I can’t drink 
and I can’t smoke, and that is why it is called 
the Sabbath of Sabbaths.”

Here 
is one about a cat. “Where is the cat?” is 
applied to anyone who takes something not 
belonging to him and tells an obvious fib about 
it. The saying is based on the story of a 
servant girl who brought up to table a piece 
of meat clearly much smaller than that which 
had been bought from the butcher.

The other dog, of course, knew nothing of the 
distinction and seized the meat, whereupon 
the trained dog, forgetting all he had been 
taught, also set to and ate his share.

There is a curious. Yiddish saying which 
means “Baptise yourself and beeome a 
drummer.” In the olden days of the Ghetto, it 
was customary at nightfall for a drum to be 
beaten at the gate of the Ghetto as a signal 
for Jews to return to their quarters and non- 
Jews to leave the Ghetto. The gates were then 
closed and no one was allowed to leave or 
enter until they were opened agnin the next 
morning.
